Employe Said to Be Involved in 
Deception of Chatham and 
Phenix Bank. 


SEVENTH MAN IS MISSING 


Conspiracy Said to Have Been 
Exposed by Man Who Worked 
in Bank 25 Years. 


A bogus check conspiracy. alleged to 
have caused a loss of $114,000 to the 
branch of the Chatham and Phenix Na- 
tional Bank at Broadway and Eigh- 
teenth Street, resulted yesterday in the 
arrest of six men, all owners of small 
business establishments, on grand lar- 
ceny charges. 

The arrésts were made after Detective 
Sergeant Joseph P. Dolan had: decoyed 
the suspects to the bank through an- 
other man. 

A seventh man who was expected to 
appear at the bank was discovered later 
to have disappeared from his home in 
Brooklyn, and detectives were assigned 
to hunt. for him. 3, 

The six prisoners said they were 
Louis Silber, 29 years old, of 25 Fulton 
‘$treet, Middle Village, Queens; Adolph 

Freedman, 42 years old, a jobber, 184 
‘Rutledge Street, Brooklyn; George Bn-: 
glehard, 80 years 0ld; a jobber, 2,134 
Séventy-third Street, Brooklyn; Alex- 
ander Abraham, 50 yéars old, a Jobber, 
1118 East Ninth Street, . Brooklyn; 
Samuel Goodrich, 38 years old, a sales 
expert, of 719 Crotona Parkway, ‘the 
Bronx, and Harry B. Wind, 380 years 
old, a jobber, of 134 Beach Sixty-fourth 
Street, Arverne, Queens. 

Silber was alleged to-have made ad- 
missions to the. police, but the other 
prisoners said they had no connections 
with the forgery plot. 

According ; to ‘Dolan, the Brooklyn 
man, now sought, was believed to be 
the originator of the scheme. The de- 
tective said several days ago Alfred 
Tyrrill, chief investigator for the Na- 
tional Surety Company, which had 
bonded employes of the bank to the 
extent of $300,000, reported to Acting 
Captain Dunn that examination of cer- 
tain accounts revealed a shortage of 
about $114,000. 

Dolan and Tyrrill said they discovered 
that the money had been stolen from the 
bank by means of worthless checks, 
drawn on the State Bank, at Grand and 
Allen Streets. These checks, it devel- 
oped, were deposited in the Chatham 
and’ Phenix Bank at Broadway and 
Eighteenth Street by one of the men 
uhder arrest. 

It, developed that after a check had 
been deposited quick entry in the bank’s 
books would permit the. depositor to 
present another check on which he 
could withdraw the money.. The check

His 
specialty, he said, was diving, Jumping 
and climbing -under perilous. circum- 
stances, having dived 185 feet in Burope 
last year. 

Lee Stowe of Pathé News staff, who 
lives at the Y. M: C. A., 65 Hanson 
Place, Brooklyn, and witnessed ‘the 
jump, told the-police the story of Poc- 
colli’s efforts to enter the company’s 
employ. He sald Mr. Richards consid- 
ered the stunts of Poccollf too danger- 
ous and refused to engage him. Yes- 
terday, he added, the jumper returned 
and made it plain that he would jump 
from Williamsburg Bridge, whether en- 
gaged or not. He declaréd, Stowe said, 
that if Pathé would not engage him, 
others would.. However, he wag not en- 
gaged by Pathé. 

Convinced He Meant: to’ Jump. 


About 11 A. M., Stowe continued, Poc- 
colli telephoned the office that he in- 
tended to make the jump at noon,. and 
asked whether preparations had been 
made to take the pictures. Mr. Stowe ex- 
plained that. the office by this time had 
become convinced that Poccolli was 
serious and would jump at the time 
set, so members of the staff were sent 
out on the tug to make the pictures. 
Shortly before noon, with cameras set 
up, the party was waiting on the tug, 
with faces upturned to the bridge that 
threw its shadow across the boat's bow. 

Those on the: Dalzeline saw a cab 
stop at the centre of the bridgd and 
aman get out. He lingered until the 
cab got under way and then began to 
climb the rail. They knew then’ that 
Poccolli was making good his threat 
to jump. Reaching the outer edge of 
the bridge Poccolli paused for the frac- 
tion of a second and then dived far out. 

Mr. Stowe said that in diving Poc- 
colli. turned many somersaults. He 
thought the jumper struck the\ water 
on his back. He came within six feet 
of striking a barge coming down the 
river. As soon as the diver disappeared 
beneath the water the Dalzeline’s cap- 
tain sent his: boat toward the spot; 
while all hands on deck hung over the 
side waiting for him to reappear. 

Clutched the Body, Then Lost Hold, 

A moment later the body came to 
the surface, drifted for a second, or 
two and then disappeared. As it went 
under, Percy Macumbrie of 132 Black- 
ford Avenue, ‘Port Richmond, 8. I, 
threw off ‘his ghoes and dived after it. 
He clutched it,lost his hold, and, as 
he felt it sinking, tried to grasp it with 
his feet and so tow it to the side of 
the tug. The weight was too -great 
and he had to let go. He said the 
body felt as thougn the ribs had caved 
in. In his attempt at-rescue Macum- 
brie lost $35, his week's pay, that was 
in his. pocket. y

Simplicity surrounded his entrance 
rand entertainment at the White House 
and there was as little of the official 
ceremony as possible about the royal 
visit. President Coolidge desired to 
make it entirely personal, but certain 
forms were followed arid, in a way, the 
British heir to the throne became the 
guest of the nation for a couple of hours, 
which the spent at luncheon with the 
President, Mrs. Coolidge and their son, 
John. Later members of the Cabinet 
and their wives were received to meet 
the Prince. 

The same affectionate welcome was 
extended to his Royal Highness that he 
received in 1919, when he visited Wash- 
ington in’s more official way: 

The Prince of Wales’s boyish, health- 
ful. appedrance, and his absolutely 
democratic manner, which had made 
such an. impression five years ago, were

Hines was in the audience one day 
when Mrs. Reinhardt made an address 
for equal rights for women. Some time 
later when ‘‘His Honor the Mayor’’ was 
ready for rehearsals the atithoress called 
on the woman who inspired _, play and 
insisted on her joining ‘the cast. 

Although she was the recipient of 
much kindness during her last few days 
of life, she had grown embittered 
through’ poverty and loneliness. 
got the words of encouragement*she had 
been preaching. from platforms and 
street corners to the younger generation 
and she ae of the disappointments in 
her own hea 

“I knew sane Addams, Warfield, , Be- 
lasco, Rose Coghlan arrymoré and 
many others,”’ she said. ‘‘I knew them 
all.

They should not overrate or 
underrate them. Their place is beside 
them. Don’t tell me the Lord gave the 
bearing of children to an inferior sex! 
Girls should choose their career accord- 
ing te their type. Some girls are born 
mothers, -.some are born business ‘men.’ 
Some should be artists, teachers, profes- 
sionals in this line or that. e mis- 
take is in making a blanket assertion 
such as “Woman's place is in the home.’ 
Some women’s is and some is not.’’ 

Some little time before she died Mrs. 
Reinhardt made a request that every one 
who attended her funefal would piesa’ 
her by wearing white. Her body will be 
taken to St, Joseph's Chapel at the Lit- 
tle Church “Around the Corner this morn- 
ing and will lie there until 11 o'clock 
Tuesday morning, whef services will be 
held.

Epinard waa déveloped and trained 
for all of his'races by Bugene Leigh, 
an America, who was born ‘at Taylors- 
ville, Ill, in 1860.

J. Watson Webb, No. 1, started play- 
ing polo at the age of 19 at New Haven 
twenty years ago. Louis HW. Stoddard, 
now Chairman of the United States 
Polo Association, was instrumentai in 
starting the American forward on his 
career as a player." Webb first played 
on the Yale four which was defeated 
by Princeton: at Van Cortlandt Park, 
starting his career as a No. 1, which 
position he again occupies this . year 
after having played for many years at 
No.-2. Webb again lg yO on the Yale 
team against Harva and. then, 
from time to time, he ide. the fields 
at Narragansett and Newport, tompet- 
ing in pick-up matches and a few low 
goal tournaments.

They are a mixed lot, these four- 
footed players which will wear the 
colors of the United States, but they are 
sturdy, fast and courageous anjmals.

Match Ie Divided into Eight Periods 
* Each Player Averages Six 

Mounts During Contest, 


Where will be many spectators in/the 

stands at Meaddw Brook next ‘Satur- 
day when the ‘American. dnd” British 
horsemen, meet for the ‘International 
Challenge Cup who never before have 
geen a game of polo, who will go to the 
match because of the spectacle rather 
than the sport. Polo gathers its: fol- 
lowers easily, so simple are the rules 
and s0 spectacular is th¢ play. . 
' The field at Meadow Brook is'-300 
yards in length and 160 yards in width. 
There are four players on each side, 
and the object of the game is to get the 
ball between the goal posts defended by 
the opposing team) Bach goal cdunts 
one. point. The game is divided into 
eight periods of seven and one-half 
minutes each, making an’ hour of actual 
playing time. Between each period 
there is* ah intermission of three min- 
utes, so that the players may change 
ponies, and betwéen the fourth and 
fifth periods there is a rest of ten 
minutes. 

There are several. other points which 
Lmay help the spectators understand 
what is going on before them. ‘The play 
starts by the two ‘teams lining up in 
the centre of the field and the referee 
bowling in the ball between them. “A 
period does not necessarily end, when 
the séven and_a half minutes are up, 
but play continues until the ball is hit 
outside or against the sideboards, a goal 
is scored or a foul committed. Upon 
starting the next period the play is re- 
sumed: at the point where it left off in 
the preceding ore. The eighth, or last, 
period, however, ends with the termina- 
tion of time, no matter where the ball 
may be., If thé score is tied at the end 
of the eighth period, the two teams start 
another and the game comes to an end 
as soon as one side scores, as in hockey. 


As to Penalties Inflicted, 


Fouls are called for different. dégrees 
of offenses and each penalty is inflicted 
according. to the serioukness of the foul 
gsommitted. The penalties include a goal 
awarded to the side fouled, a free hit 
at the ball from a spot forty yards from 
the goal line of the side fouling, a free- 
hit at-the. ball from where it. was when 
the foul took place, a free hit at the 
ball from a spot sixty yards distant 
from the goal line; and forcing the side 
fouling to. take the ball back and hit it 
from behind ite own goal line. The ref- 
eree has jurisdiction in determining how 
serious was the foul committed’ and thé 
penalty to bBe inflicted. 

The ball is made of light willow wood 
and _ee not more than ounces, 
The mallets are made with wooden heads 
‘and bamboo handles. 

Spectators may hear a player called 
a ‘‘ten-goal man“ during the course of 
the matches. This does‘ not mean-that 
he is expected to. make ten §° oals, but 
is his rating on the lists gf eB: e United 
States or Hurlingham polo bodies, Eaca 
player is rated at so many goals, the 
maximum being ten, and a player is 
judged by his rating. There are only 
two ten-goal men in the United States, 
Thomas Hitchcock Jr. and Devereux 
Milburn, the re and oldest mem- 
bers, respect wan of “the American 
team. The only ‘ten- re! player . with 
the British quad is Luis Lacey. . 


Player Uses Six Ponies. 


A player uses on an average six 
ponies in a game. He generally has, 
two star mounts, one of which he will 
ride in the first and fifth periods and 
one in the second and sixth. Then he 
will have a separate pony for the third, 
fourth, seventh and eighth.chukkers,

THIS YEAR’S LABOR DAY. 


= Labor Day has sometimes been re- 
garded as a nuisance; usually it is ob- 
served simply a5 a day of general recre- 
ation; but this year it is treated ;with 
uncommon seriousness: The reason is 
evident. The part. which organized 
labor is now playing in our public life, 
the réle which it may fill in the Presi- 
dential election of 1924, are in every- 
body’s mind and have a sobering effect.

THE RUHR: AN APPRAISAL. 
The final ratification by. the German 
Reichstag of the necessary laws to put 
the Dawes plan into effect has removed 
the last obstacle in the way of European 
reconstruction. From now on progress, 
though slow, should be sure, in spite of 
“the fact that the Dawes plan is only a} 
beginning. The evacuation of the Ruhr 
is to commence forthwith, and will. be 
completed by Aug. 80, 1925, unless Ger- 
many’s good behavior warrants i ceca! 

withdrawal. 
ut the Ruhr occupation debate long 
‘rage. “We are perhaps still too near 
i _correctly to appraise its different 
aspects. It is hard to escape the conclu- 
sion, however, that whatever its disad- 
vantages it was instrumental in hasten- 
ing a final settlement by bringing home 
to the Germans the necessity of coopera- 
tion instead of evasion, and by showing 
the French that drastie means were not 
necessarily thé most remunerative. Now, 
as then, the entire question centres on 
the occupation as an end or as a means. 
If it was an end, and the original inten- 
tion was to occupy the region for a gen- 
eration or more and exploit it at the 
point of the bayonet, it failed. It did not 
bring in adequate revenues to the Allies, 
and disorganized the economic life of the 
rest of Europe to an extent which \was 
incompatible with its scant advantages. 
As a means of bringing Germany to a 
full understanding of the realities of the 
situation, the .occupation of the Ruhr 
may be said to have succeeded. Owing 
to the futile policy of passive resistance, 
"which hastened the collapse of German 
industries outside the occupied area, the 
occupation proved a disaster for Ger- 
many. Hence‘when it came to making 

settlement, the anxiety of the Germate 
to be rid of the occupation was so great 
as to lead~ them to accept conditions 
which otherwise they Would have re- 
jected. General DAWEs was of the opin- 
ion that the occupation ‘alone made pos- 
sible the work of the Committee of Ex- 
perts. To this, German critics replied 
that if there had been no_ occupation 
there Would have been no need for the 
Committee of Expérts. Owing to the 
unsatisfactory and ineonclusive nature 
of the settlement before the Ruhr. was 
occupied, it is hard to accept this version. 
Certainly the Dawes committee brought 
about a solution much more thorough and 
practicable than any which preceded it. 
The Ruhr occupation began on Jan. 11, 
1928, and was immediately countered by 
passive resistance. To support this 
policy, the German Government poured 
its gold reserves into “pegging” the 
mark. When these ran out the collapse 
of the currency was even more rapid 
than it would have been normally.. This 
greatly increased the ecoriomic disorgan- 
ization within Germany, and heightened 
the suffering of the people. In May: the 
Germans made their first offer of a set- 
tlement, which POINCARE rejected. In 
September, after STRESEMANN had suc- 
ceeded CuNO as Chancellor, the end of 
passive resistance was definitely an- 
nounced. This gave to POINCARE a 
chance to come to an>.understanding, 
which he refused. Shortly thereafter the 
Ruhr industrialists began to negotiate 
agreements with the occupying forces 








Thus the Ruhr area gradually returned 
to work. After the failure of the 
Hughes-Curzon proposals for a confer- 
ence of experts, POINCARE suggested the 
committee that ultimately was presided 
over by General Dawes. In January it 
met,-and by April had concluded its 
work. The French and Germar elections 
in the beginning of May delayed ratifica- 
tion.’ In July the Premiers met in Lon- 
don to discuss the machinery of putting 
the plan into effect. In August the Ger- 
man representatives were invited to dis- 
cuss it, and a final agreement was made, 
subject to ratification by the respective 
Parliaments, sas was obtained ~ 
‘week, 

So ends this ietae of European his. 
tory. The policy of force has been defi- 
nitely abandoned. Reliance is now placed 
on’ Germany’s good faith. Time alone 
will decide whether the change of policy 
was wise. If MARX and-STRESEMANN ac- 
curately reflect the sentiment of the Ger- 
man people, it looks‘as if the Allies have 
not made a mistake:

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LITERACY. Bk 


Under the Constitution of ‘the State 
of New York, a “new voter” must, in 
addition to certain other qualifications 
as to age, residence, &c., “be able, ex- 
“ cept for physical disability, to read and 
“ write English.” All such would-be vot- 
ers, who have not a certificate or diploma 
giving evidence of the completion of the 
eighth grade in an approved elementary 
school or a higher school in which Eng- 
lish is the language of instruction, are 
required to present to the election in< 
spectors on application for registration 
“a certificate of literacy.” This certifi- 
cate is based either upon the completion 
of the sixth grade or upon the examina- 
tion set by the State educational author- 
ities, and the words with which the new 
voter is expected to be familiar ‘in order 
‘to pass the examination and so obtain 
a certificate of literacy are printed for 
the first time today in THE New YorxkK 
TIMES. 

While many other. States have a lit- 
eracy test for voting, the State of New 
York is the first State to give solely 
to its educational authorities the duty 
of making the test as to the literacy 
of its voters and the first to prescribe 
a test of “reading and writing with 
understanding.” Hereafter, no person 
can enter the polling booth who-has 
not completed at least the sixth grade 
of «n elementary school course or passed 
an examination given by those to whom 
the State entrusts the teaching of its 
children and adults. This means that 
practically every new voter will have 
spent some time in an American school 
room before undertaking the full respon- 
sibilities of citizenship, for few of those 
who come to America beyond the school 
age without a knowledge of the English 
language will try to acquire it without 
some months’ at least under the guidance 
of a teacher.

"WHALING TODAY. 


With the wreck‘of the New Bedford 
whaler Wanderer almost within sight of 
her home port the other day, readers of 
“Moby Dick,”.“The Cruise of the 
Cachalot,” Macy’s “There She Blows” 
and STARBUCK’s “ History of the Whale 
Fishery” exclaimed that romance had 
given up the ghost. With the piling up 
of the Wanderer on Middle Ground Shoal 
they bade good-bye to a heroic past. 
It is true that wh as conducted to- 
day is a grim and mechanical business. 
There is’ not a trace of sentiment in it, 
for no danger is incurred in striking the 
leviathan. But it is a mistake to sup- 
pose, as people do who read about the 
departed glories of Nantucket and New 
Bedford, that the whaling industry is 
almost non-existent. There may. be no 
more use for the oil of the whale as an 
illuminant, and there are substitutes for 
whalebone. But the Scotch, the Irish, 
the Norwegians, the Japanese and the 
Californians still hunt the whale in 
steam vessels. 

A good deal of capital is invested in 
their enterprises, This is not to say 
that whaling is a flourishing industry; 
there are, however, dividends in it. As 
late as 1920 there were three whaling 
stations in the Shetlands and one at 
Eley Harbor in County Mayo, Ireland. 
The Norwegians maintain stations in the 
Fafoe Islands. In 1921 one Norwegian 
company captured eighty-two whales in 
Spitzbergen waters, and another forty- 
five, most of them being blue -whales. 
Off Bear Island one steamer took sev- 
enty whales, of which. fifty were blue 
whales. The Norwegians also hunt the 
whale in south polar seas. Three years 
ago Dundee sent out a fleet of seven 
vessels, which “fished ” in Hudson Bay. 
and Davis Strait. ‘Their spoils were 
1,150 ‘barrels of train oil and 12,500 
pounds of whalebone. They hunted as 
well as fished, for, besides 11 Green- 
lana or black whales and 168 white 
wheles, they captured 1,185 seals, 109 
polar bears, 211 foxes and 80 musk-ox. 
Certainly, whatever may. be said about 
romance, here is the stuff of adventure. | 

In-1910 whaling was profitable in the 
Shetlands, the Hebrides, *the west coast 
of Ireland, the Faroes, Spitzbergen, Ice- 
land, South Georgia, Falkland Islands, 
Kerguelen, the Chile coast, and off South 
and West Africa.. But the “ kill ” is cer- 
tainly falling off.. Big “bags” are not 
reported now. At Kerguelen the Nor- 
wegians hunt sea elephants as well as 
whaJes. The Dundee right whaling 
fieet was lately reported as reduced to 
three ships. But the Norwegians, who 
seem to defy competition, stay in the 
field. In 1912 there were sixty Nor- 
wegian companies operating in many 
parts of the world. Most of the whales 
now killed are blue, -fin and humpback. 
There is a movement.to protect the last. 
In 1911-12 the number of humpbacks 
taken by Falkland Island. whalers was 
7,936, but in 1917-18 the score was only 
131. About the year 1860 whaling 
seemed to be dying out until Svenp 
Foyn, a Norwegian sajlor, invented a 
harpoon gun which was fired at a dis- 
tance of from twenty-five to fifty yards 
and was aimed to hit the whale with an 
explosive shell as near the spinal column 
as possible. With this deadly weapon _ 
the more active species of ‘whale could 
be’ killed in quantity, and the industry 
started. up again. Imagine MELVILLE’s- 
Queequeg using such a fearful engine to. 
compass the-death of a noble whale! 

The American whaling industry moved 
out to San Francisco years ago. From 
that port the Arctic grounds are worked. 
In 1866 two New Bedford ships. with a 
capital of $25,000 made a profit of $125,- 
000. No wonder the whaling magnates 
could. build| mansions on the heights. 
The Wanderer’s quest, if she had sur- 
vived the rocks, would probably. have. 
netied her no, profit at Whalers. 
going out of San Francisco today often’ 
report losses. It takes more money to 
run an American ship than a Norwegian.

Afterward, as principal Deputy Com- 
missary of Foreign Affdirs at Moscow, 
he again rendered himself particularly 
offensive in his dealings with those for- 
eign. officials and ‘financial and indus- 
trial. emissaries. with whom he was 
brought into contact, while his progress 
across Asia to Peking was sigrialized 
everywhere by more or less successful 
endeavors to arouse the Oriental races 
against the Western nations.

SENDS BACK SOVIET NOTE. 


Japan Orders Withdrawal of Red 
Criticism of Our Minister to China. 


PEKING, Aug. 30 (Associated Press).— 
The Japanese Foreign Office has taken 
a hand in the diplomatic correspondence 
between K. Yoshizawa, Japanese Minis- 
ter to Peking, and L. M. Karakhan, 
Russian Ambassador to China, by in- 
structing Minister Yoshizawa to send 
forward the original. note from ‘the 
American by or dealing with the re- 
turn of the Russian legation. 

The American note made the’ reser- 
vation, in joining with members of the 
diplomatic corps, that turning over ve 
Russian legation properties was not to 
imply in any way .recognition of the 
Soviet Government by the United 
States. Ambassador Karakhan rejected 
the American note in replying to the 
diplomatic corps proposal and criticized 
the American Minister for the stand he 
had taken. 

It is now understood that Mr. Karak- 
han has been requested to withdraw of- 
fensive .allusions in —_ note rejecting 
the American legati reservation, 

Minister Yoshizawa has been acting 
dean of the diplomatic corps in the 
Russian legation transfer. He did not 
sour the offensive reply of Karakhan 
to the American Minister here, but re- 
ferred the matter to Tokio, and the rul- 
ing of the Japanese Foreign Office di- 
rected him to return it to Ambassador 
Karakhan. 


PORT RATES HEARING 
IS SET FOR SEPT. 23% 


Shipping Board Will Investigate 
Differentials Which Favor . 
North Atlantic Cities. 


. Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—The Ship- 
ping Board has _ set. for Sept. 23 the 
hearing on its investigation into the 
port differential situation, which was 
ordered as a result of protests from 
South’ Atlantic and Gulf ports against 
the maintenance of differentials in 
favor of North Atlantic ports on freight 
traffic moving to’ Burope.

It is understood that the adit n rates 
are 15. cents a hund pounds more 
than to North Atlantic ports, ‘that the 
South Atlantic port rates are- cents 
-a hundred pounds under the Gulf, an 

cents more than the North Atlantic, 
rates. 

From the Canadian border to Norfolk, 
Va., inclusive, the ports embraced are 
regarded as North Atlantic. The South 
Atlantic ports are.those south of Nor- 
folk to Miami, Fla., while all Louisiana, 
Migaiesioet, Alabama, and Texas ports, 
and Tampa, Fila.,.and Pensacola; Fla., 
are in the Guéf port category. 


CREDITORS ACT AFTER RAID. 


Fite Bankruptcy Petition Against 
Credit Concern. 

#&. petition in bankruptcy was filed in 

the Federal Court yesterday agairst the 
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:27,. at ‘Constantinople, in order to: fix 
the boundary, Turkey claiming the en- 
tire province. As no agreement was 
reached by the middle of July, the nego- 
tiators, still following the terms of the 
Treaty of Lausanne, turned the matter 
over to the Council of the League for 
arbitration. 

At Constantinople Great Britain had 
not only, negotiated as a mandatory 
power, but as a nation which ‘might 
later have dealings with an independent 
Trak. ‘For this reason she had concluded 
a treaty with Irak by which she had 
Obtained vast concessions in. the Mosul 
territory. The negotiations of this treaty 
dragged \ through .several months, to 
which other months of ineffectual debate 
were added in the Irak Parliament at 
Bagdad. When it becamé evident, how- 
ever, that no decision was likely to be 
reached at Constantinople, the Bagdad 
Parliament, after a heated night session, 
on June 10-11, ratified the Anglo-Irak 
treaty by a vote-of 88 to 25. 

‘In these circumstances ‘the question 
which would have been dealt with by 
the Council of the League would have 
been ‘very simple: On one hand was 
the Turkish claim.to the old vilayet of 
Mosul with an area of 35,130 square 
miles and a population of nearly 3,000,- 
000, ‘most of whom were Arabs, and the 
claim of Irak to that territory, based 
on the British mandate and incorpo- 
rated in that document and supported by 
a plebiscite of the Mosuli held in 1920. 


King Husein Intervenes. 


There is little doubt what the outcome 
would have been, when suddenly the 
Secretariat of the Assembly of the 
League, which meets tomorrow, was of- 
ficially notified of a third claimant to 
the disputed territory. This was the 
father of King Faisal of Irak, King 
Husein of Hedjah, who had not hithertd 
figured in the dispute. It seems that 
the aged Arab King had ordered his 
Foreign Office at Mecca to notify the 
League that ‘‘the Arabian Government 
considers Mosul an inseparable part of 
the kingdom and that it will not accept 
any decision of the Council ruling other- 
This message, it is heard on the 
best authority, teached Geneva on 
Aug. 26. 

In certain’ quarters here it is con- 
jectured that the message is nothing 
more than another exhibition of King 
Husein'’s ignorance of occidental diplo- 
matic methods, that the word ‘“‘king- 
dom’’ in the message merely refers to 
Irak, over which his third son reigns, 
and that he is merely supporting the 
claim of Irak to Mosul in an unusual 
way. On the other hand, it is asserted 
that Husein and his son are not on good 
terms, as the monarch at Mecca con- 
siders that the monarch at Bagdad is 
too flagrantly playing the game of the 
British to the detriment of Arab inter- 
ests, and decided to take a hand which 
would prevent the British from exploit- 
ing Mosul whatever the decision of the 
Council of the League might be. 

Several months before Husein Ibn Ali, 
then thé Grand Sherif of Mecca. under 
the Turkish Sultan, declared his inde- 
pendence and took up arms against the 
Turks, June 5, 1916, Great Britain had 
acknowledged the independence of Hed- 
jaz. A similar acknowledgment was sub- 


sequently made by the armistice of 
Mudros*‘and by the Treaties of Sévres 
and Lausanne. 

But the extent of the Kingdom of 
Hedjaz has never been officially te. 
King Husein himself declares that it 
clu es all the territory once ruled by ths 

alifs of Bagdad, and hence not only

PHILIPPINE TRADE JUMPS. 


it Has Increased 700 Per Cent. In 
the Last Twenty Years. 


In twenty years the foreign trade of 
the Philippines has increased 700 per 
cent., with the United States handling 
the major part of it, according to a re- 
view by the New, York Trust Company 
intended to show whether or not the 
islands are benefiting by American rule. 

The total trade of the Philippines for 
1923 totaled $208,552,737, of which 65 per 
cent. was with the United States. In 
that your the islands purchased $50,- 
654,710 worth of American goods, or 58 
per cent. of all goods imported into — 
islands. Philippine- exports in 
amounted to $120,752,990, Pot which Pr 
543,575, or 71 per cent. ‘worth, went to 
the United States. In 1904 4 Philippine 
foreign trade was only $29,500,000, with 
imports and exports evenly divided. 

“Yet our trade with the islands is 
considered to be far short of ultimate 
Possibilities,” points out the review. 
“Were the Philippine purchases from 
the United States on an equal basis 
with Hawali, or about $200 per capita a 
year, they would be more an $2,000,- 

. As for exports, the value is 
only limited by the development of the 
insular resources, 

‘*To put the present purchasing power 

of the Philippines more concretely, the 
islands now use every year the output 
of 200,000 acres of American wheat, 
000 acres of American cotton and "3,850 
acres of American orchards. Twelve 
thousand five hundred American cows 
furnish part of the annual dairy prod- 
ucts of the archipelago.

Stock “Market—Downward, 
Reaction in Exchange.

In yesterday's “‘pre-holiday markets,” 
where activity had not been looked for 
under the circumstances, prices moved 
to some purpose, That thetr movement 
reflected the financial view of Friday's 
German Reichstag vote on the ‘“‘Dawes 
bille’* was not, however, clear. This had 
been expected to. influence European ex- 
change rates; which, as a matter of 
fact, had run up sharply the day before 
on the first announcement from Berlin. 
But yesterday’s movement was a dowh- 
ward reaction which canceled practically 
all of Friday's advance, leaving sterling 
and francs at’ the rates which they had 
maintained alniost uninterruptedly while 
the Germah decision was an uncertainty.’ 

There would seem to be no other ex- 
planation for this failure of the ex- 
change market to respond, than the fa- 


| miliar fact that European exchange will 


usually be’ low at the season when pay-~- 
ments ‘are. being. made for the Autumn 
produce shipments from America. It is 
not at any rate a case in which rates 
have been moved up violently in anticl- 
pation of a given event, inviting profit- 
taking on the actiial announcement. 
Last ‘week’s rates were lower than they 
were when the London conference ad- 
journed, and not very far away from 
their level at the time when the Dawes 
plan was submitted, last April. 

Prices on the Stock Exchange moved 
differently. With total transactions 
about the same as they were a week be- 
fore—which meant that the volume of 
business was above rather than below 
the season’s Saturday average—prices 
for pretty nearly all stocks rose, A 
fairly leng list, including both industrial 
and railway shares, advanced a point or 
more; probably the “holiday staffs’ 
maintained by Wall Street houses found 
some trouble in handling the business 
easily. As a rule, prices ended close to 
the day’s highest. The bond market 
again held firm, with Liberty loans 
showing no tendency to lose ground. 
‘Altogether, the market must be described 
as reflecting cheerful expectations on 
the part of Wall Street and its con- 
stituency. : 

There was no greater inertia in yester- 
day’s commodity markets than on the 
Stock Exchange. Cotton, after its rise 
of % cent per pound in the ‘two preceding 
days, declined nearly 1% cents yester- 
day, reaching a price of % cent under 
the previous low level of the year. One 
must go back at least twelve months to 
match yesterday’s price of 25.90 cénts. 
This is a case in which falling prices are 
a sign of promise for the general situ- 
ation, and the samie may be said of yes- 
terday’s decline in corn, after the usual 
struggle between opposing speculators.

The sum total is that, in 
about three months under the highest 
duties ever. placed “on wheat, the im- 
ports have increased about 10 per 
cent. over those in the corresponding 
period last. year. As the avowed pur- 
pose of the increased duty was to shut 
out foreign—that is, Canadian—wheat, 
it has apparently failed in this direc~- 
tion. Back of the purpose was the 
notion instilled in the minds of farm- 
ers that imports of foreign wheat re- 
sulted in depressing the price of the 
domestic article. But this has been 
shown to be erroneous, since wheat 
quotations have persisted in rising in 
spite of the increased imports. The 
main effect of the higher duties has 
been to maké flour cost more, because 
the hard wheat of Canada is used as a 
blend with some of the softer domestic 
varieties. This means an added cost 
to every loaf of bread consumed by the 
people of this country, without any. 
gain to the wheat farmer or any one 
else, except, maybe, the politicians. 
And it is yet a question whether it will 
avail them any. This depends entire- 
Iy on how soon the farmers redlize 
that they have been tricked in order to 
keep them not inimical to the high 
duties placed on the manufactured ar- 
ticles they are obliged to buy.’ Certain 
politicians hope the wheat tariff will 
be ‘ta good enough Morgan” until after 
election day.

Cotton Estimates wa; pe oR) 
and Fabric by the supposed 
Conditions. friends of the cot- 
ton planters to 
provide for fortnightly, instead of 
monthly, reports on crop conditions 
the argument advanced was that the 
greater frequency would help the 
grower and confound the wicked spec- 
ulator. Now that the plan is in oper- 
ation, neither party appears especially 
gratified at the result, while the users 
of cotton condemn it unsparingly. In 
no wise is the grower aided, and par- 
ticularly not in being able to hold up 
prices, which naturally has been his 
aim. The speculators, while finding 
the frequent reports rather unsettling, 
are able to keep on with their’ opera- 
tions in a somewhat more nervous and 
Jerky fashion because the price 
changes come more often and with 
larger spread, Spinners find they are 
worse off than before in trying to 
gauge the market because of the quick 
turns. .Much of the recent: trading 
has been on the supposition that the 
crop this year will be - somewhere 
around 13,000,000 bales. The Ameri- 
can Cotton Association, which is al- 
ways the most pessimistic as to yield, 
puts it down at about 1,000,000 bales 
less, Other guessers place the yield at 
a@ possible . 14,000,000 bales. Even 
though the - last-mentioned’ figure«is 
reached, there jis no danger of any 
great slump, because a fair price re- 
duction is apt’ under the existing cir- 
cumstances to induce a greater de- 
mand. It will take a few weeks yet to 
clear up the situation, and until then 
the purchases by spinners are apt to 
be limited. Abroad, the Lancashire 
cotton manufacturers have resolved to 
run;on short time through September. 
In this country, despite wage reduc- 
tions, the mills are still curtailed in 
their operations, with many of them 
showing no profits. Business in gray 
goods is quite restricted, there being 
no incentive to forward operations. In 
July, the latest month for which fig- 
ures are available, there was a per- 
ceptible upturn in cotton cloth exports, 
all varieties sharing in the increase; 
Whether price concessions were made 
on them is a matter of conjecture. A 
fair business is passing’ in finished 
fabrics, and the prospects of a good 
Spring trade in wash goods are con- 
sidered bright. Little change is no- 
ticeable in knit underwear or outer- 
wear or hosiery, but what there is be- 
tokens improvement.

Bros., Manufacturing Company. | Of- re- 
cent years, he pointed out yesterday, 
executives of responsible wholesale 
houses, both manufacturing and jobbing, 
have centred their activities.on studying 
production . costs, overhead and : other} 
matters that smack tod much-of the im- 
personal. — 

‘Much hes been said of late,’’ Mr, 
Cohen went on, ‘‘of the need~of a na- 
tional tribunal that would undertake to 
arbitrate differences between the parties 
concerned, eliminate dissatisfaction and, 


or fancied commercial ills... Such a body 
might accomplish some good, byt to my 
mind its chances of success would be 
considerably lessened by the vagaries of 
the human equation. 

“It cannot be gainsaid that the retailer 
is. in complete control of the final distri- 
bution of merchandise, yet in many man- 
ufacturing and wholesale houses the re- 
tailer is unconsciously regarded as a 
kind of automaton, and any troubles 
arising from contact with him are to be 
treated largély as a matter of mechanics. 
A full realization of the fact that the re- 
tailer is a human being just as much as 
the man who sells goods to.-him, and that 
each has his weaknesses, would be a far 
more potent factor-in improving business 
relations than would the solemn adoption 
of codes of ethics, boards of arbitration, 
&c., by. any conclave, however repre- 
sensative. 

“TI do not want to infer that it is the 
business of a distributing house execu~- 
tive to start out on the road and endure 
@ ‘glad Handing’ ordeal in every centre 
in which his merchandise is sold, but I 
do think that more study should. be given 
to the problems that confront the indi- 
vidual customer. We should know more 
of his location, the size of his business, 
the peculiar conditions under which he 


does business in his particular field, and 
something about the personality and 
character of the retailer himself. It is 
impossible to lay. down hard and fast 
rules for the treatment of customers as 
a whole. 

“Many large corpotations of today 
were founded on the success attained 
by individuals who built up prosperous 
enterprises by. the happy personal con- 
tacts that had been established through- 
out the country. The conversion of 
these enterprises, into corporate bodies 
has lessened, if not altogether elimi- 
nated, this personal contact. The result 
fs that corporation. executives often 
grumble at the difficulties of Going 
business on a satisfactory basis, 
are prone to hark back to the ‘good old 
days’ when things were conducted bet- 
ter. They fail to realize that the very 
personal contact which characterized 
successful business of a generation =Fe 
no longer exists, and that they mi 
find .the reason for its passing Par 
dent with the passing of personal con- 
tact. 

“If we examine the principal causes 
of criticism by retaflers of manufac- 
turer-distributers and vice versa, it is 
easily discerned that the re-establish- 
ment of. personal contact would go a 
long way towards eradicating many of 
them. - Some of these criticisms of re- 
taflers include the practice of unjust 
returns and cancellations, hand-to- 
mouth buying, taking of unearned dis- 
counts and demands for unreasonable 
concessions. To my mind a reputable re- 
tailer would ad tate considerably be- 
fore returning or canceling merchan- 
dise unjustly to a merchant whom he 
knew personally ene with whom he had 
conferred on a friendly basis.on many 
occasions. On the other hand, he would 
have no qualms of conscience in so deal- 
ing with a corporation that he regards 
in an impersonal way as a_ soul- 
less institution. -The same ° parallel 
ee true of other practices complained 


of. 

“Probably the two principal criticisms 
of manufacturers and distributers by re- 
tailers have reference to failure to de- 
liver merchandise at the specified time 
and substitution of patterns, numbers, 
sizes and ‘colors. Other criticisms in- 
clude alleged misrepresentation by sales- 
men and the salesmen’s efforts to over- 
sell the retailer. Again personal con- 
tact would serve to correct these abuses 
where they exist. for the executive of a 
responsible selling organization with 
knowledge of the retailer’s environment, 
problems, &c., would realize that it 
was not to the benefit of his organiza- 
ytion to permit such practices. With a 
vivid picture always before him of the 
problems that confront-the retailer, the 
sales executive is going to have the 
right basis on which to build his selling 
policies. 

“Selling costs have risen sharply, due 
to the fact that the retailer is not an- 
ticipating aie ape 2 mag py as far ahead 
as he used This has also resuited 
in the Cover, “coming to market more 
often, which is another argument why 
the manufacturer should be fully con- 
versant with .the retailer as an individ- 
ual, in order that he might tie his cus- 
tomers, real and prospective, closer to 
him to such an extent (that they will 
natirally turn to him for advice as to 
style, business tendencies, &¢c. 

‘We have tried about every method 
of modern times and have turned our 
troubles over to efficiency engineers, 
but still we have dissatisfaction ave ir- 
ritation with us: It seems to me, how- 
ever, that a reversion to the methods of 
‘the good:old days” might give us the 
solution we have vainly sought so far. 
It certainly would proyide us with a 
backgroun: in which the executive 
would feel at home when the retailer 
comes to market and seeks his’ advice, 
He would no jonger have to draw- upon 
his imagination for his facts about re- 
tail conditions, but would be fortified 
with first-hand knowledge. That knowl- 
edge would pay @ large part in estab- 
lishing relations with he retailer that 
would automatically eliminate many of 
the trials and tribulations we now com- 
plain about.’’

BELTS REMAIN IN FAVOR. 


Last Year Mtére Than a Million and 
a Quarter Were Sold. 


The threatened invasion of English 
styles in loose trousers and suspenders 
has'in no wise materialized, says one 
of the largest of the manufacturers of 
men’s belts. Never in the history of 
the trade, ‘he says, has the belt been 
more popular than today. Even in the 
most remote of rural districts where be- 
fore the war the belt was unknown it 
is now commonly worn. The reason for 
this is the fact that young men became 
so accustomed to the belt worn as part 
of the army uniform they have retained 
it in everyday life. ( 

According to the manufacturer quoted 
there were 4,280,000 belts sold in 1923. 
In some large citiés sales of, indjwidual 
stores of men’s belts reached © $30,000 
worth, mostly in the engraved and in- 
itialed buckle style. At the present time 
there is a demand in some quartera for 
a wider belt with harness buckle, but 
it is said that the fashion is not likely 
to endure, as the narrow belt seems to 
be preferred by the vast majority of 
men. 

The first indication that the fashion 
of wearing belts in England, which has 
always been loyal to t e ‘‘brace,’’ may 
ome prevalent was weslbeted recently 

toy the largest of the belt manu- 
aa! urers, who had just received a re- 
quest from a London firm for represen- 
tation of his goods on a large scale. It 
is also whispered that the Prince of 
‘Wales is partial to the American style 
of trousers with short waist, fitted hip, 
and belt loops.

-Vdrious contributing elements 
have worked together to bring about not 
only firm prices but prices far in excess 
of what. were expected early. in the 


season. 

‘There has been ra decided advance 
in piece goods. It is safe to estimate 
the increase at, about 25 per cent.,. and 
- many instances more. T increase 
is based on the prices quoted and paid 
in March and. April for similar piece 
oods. It was on the earlier prices that 
the costs were figured, and because of 
the rise a jobber will be obliged to’take 
a loss on goods shipped on the old basis. 
Reorders cannot be taken or new orders 
filled at the previously quoted prices. 
Linings have gone up in most instances, 
adding to the higher production costs. 

“One of the principal elements which 
will make the prices of coats higher is 
the radical increase in the cost of: furs, 
Fur collars that were ie ge bythe 
jobber last’ April at are now 
quoted at $18.75 and higher. If we fig- 
ure an increase.of 25 per cent. in the 
cost of piece goods, and nearly as much 
on linings, and then add about 50 per 
cent. increase for the furs we use, a 
material increase is mecessary in the 
price to the retailer. 

“A good example is seen in the follow- 
ing case: The piece goods and fur in a 
certain coat cost = 75 on a. basis of 
April prices. The piece goods and fur in 
that same coat today cost the jobber 

4.50. Add to this increase the addi- 
ional amount required for linings and 
trimmings, and the price to the retailer 
is decidedly higher. The situation is not 
helped at all by the fact that the labor 
in the garments costs more by reason of 
the recently adjusted situation, in the in- 
dustry. During the process of reorgani- 
zation of shops in accordance with the 
new conditions imposed «by vernor 
Smith’s commission, the sub-manufac- 
turers and contractors have found their 
overhead considerably increased. In 
order for them to co out of a transac- 
tion with a profit it is necessary for 
them to quote higher prices on th 
ments made by them for the jobbers. 

**Already we are confronted by retajl- 
ers who either cannot see the reason for 
higher prices quoted. them for garments 
olen they could buy two months ago at 
lower figures or who refuse to be con- 
vinced. hey should study the situation 
from a market standpoint, and there 
will be no doubt in the mind of any 
buyer that the garments they buy from 
now on will have to’bring higher prices. 
They should also start early to ucate 
their customers into a realization of 
what ‘confronts them when the season 
for cool weather merchandise opens. 
Every effort should be made by the < 
tailers to preserve as much syrene Bad 
their output and mark-ups as possible, 
because the retailer who figures on giv- 
ing his customer a good garment at a 
low price this season will find himself 
turning over stock without profit to him-

‘There will be no waters stocks in the 
market this Fall. jes of piece 
goods are slow; and it is ifficult to see 
now how the jobbers can get ahead of 
their deliveries of made-up garments in 
view of the piece goods shoytage. he 
shortage was caused largely by the de- 
rane ed activities in the market. -This, in 
turn, was due to the settlement of labor 
troubles during June and July and also 
to the fact that retailers are holding off 
on their purchases more than ever be- 
fore until there appears. some signs of 
consumer demand.

TEXTILES IN GERMANY.* 


industries Are Handicapped by the 
' “Higher Cost of Products. 


Wholesale and retail prices of nearly 
all. eommodies in Germany appear to be 
measurably above the average rid 
levels, according to Edward T. Pi 
Chief of the Textile Division of the 
Bureau. of Foreign and Domestic Com- 
merce. Mr. Pickard has just returned 
from a three months ‘study of European} 
textile conditions. 

“In textile lines a general appraisal 
of the [German] situation indicates 
that, while wages on a gold mark camoad 
aré considerably below pre-war,” he 
wri in Commerce Reports, “the sell- 
ing price of cloth ana textile com- 
m: ies is approximately 80 to 100 per 
cent. above pre-wer. Such price levels 
make it extremely difficult to put Ger- 
man textile products into domestic con- 
sumption, and even more difficult to 
secure export Outlets. especially when 
the production: in other Central and 
Southern. European countries is mar- 
keted at prices very much below those 
asked for similar goods in Germany. 

“This situation is reflected in the Ger- 
man consumption of cotton and in the 
condition of employment and mill.opera- 
tion... SeVeral sections of the German 
textile industry. are hardly .working 60 
per cent., with a tendency for further 
curtailment. The situation is further 
complicated by extraordinarily high in- 
terest rates and the general uncertainty 
consequent to political and economic 
contingencies prevailing for some time 
past.” 


Dutch East Indies Duties. 
The bill increasing the import duties in 
the Dutch East \Indies will go into effect 


on Sept. 3, 1924. This law increases 
the duty on most commodities from 6 
per cent. to 12 per cént.

In him 
you. see at a giance the virtues; .the 
prejudices, the tastes and, above all, 
the loyalties of a hereditary  land- 


lord. He tells us that nobody can/y ong 


be stupid who obtains and continues 
to hold high office in Britain. ‘The 
answer is that his own career devel- 
oped in days when a-man of caste, 
if it be the right caste, was chosen 
for Parliament by a few friends at 
their club and promoted to the front 
bench by much the same method, 
after which a man must be very 
stupid indeed, if he be zs squire, to 
tumble back into obli¥jm. Walter 
Long’s mentality has been average. 
He ‘spoke, as he writes, neither well 
nor badly. His ecagacity is to be 
judged by the fact that he refers to 
Carson as a personage, almost di- 
vine, and that he defends the cath 
whereby Ulster announced war on 
the British Empire in the event of 
Home Rule. He also. considered 
that an establishment of religion is 
good, both for the Church and the 
State, and he thinks that he was 
entirely justified in forcing such an 
establishment’ on a country like 
Wales where the predomfhant senti- 
ment is Nonconformist.

IGHT of the rather long short 
stories which Mary Roberts 
Rinehart has had published in 
various magazines during the last 
ten years are gathered together in 
this new volume under the general 
title of “Temperamental People.”

Abroad 


To the Dramatic Edifor: 

The tour. upon which the 
players of the Yiddish Art oer were 
taken . by their. director, 4>-Maurice 
Swartz, at the end of last season turned 
into a veritable triumph for-Amierican 
acting and producing, although it was 
rendered in a langnege which can hardly 
be. caile@- American, for its use ‘never 
outlasts “that short. period “preceding 
Americanization of. the immigrant. It

It could ‘not be said of this group of 
players. that their imaginative “realisin 
is entirely of their own making. ‘Having 
come from Russia, with its rich theatri- 
¢al tradition of a- generation of Stanis- 
lavsky, they’dre naturally influenced by 
this tradition; yet their reproduction of 
life is of a sornewhat different nature sit 
is more intense, more alive, perhaps the 
result of their. céntact; with the soil of 
their adopted land. The ‘Stanislavsky 
tradition seems only .to have prepared 
the. subconscious. mind for an Indepen- 
dent development. .In fact, the actors of 
the Yiddish stage and the theatre itself 
are for the greatest ema 32 an American 
product. 

There-is, for example, thé case of the 
director, Maurice Swartz, whd camé here 
from England as a gmall boy. ‘The cre- 
ator of the Yiddish theatre, the poet 
Abraham .Goldfaden, ‘came. to America 
in the early days of his theatre, €xpect- 
ing greater possibilities here for his cre- 
ation than in thée.land of its bitth, Rus- 
sia. In Russia the Yiddish theatre was 
illegal. in those days, for fear of revolu- 
tionary propaganda in a language. which 
the. petty official who served as censor 
could not. understand. America was at 
the time the: onl country wheré-s pley, 
in. Yiddish ‘could be produced -without 
any’ restrictions. Favorable economic 
conditions were also of no small influ- 
ence. 4 
So it happened that, although América 
was hardly a centre for Jewish ltera- 
ture _pérvious .to the. ‘war, the “Yiddish 
theatre flourished here, Dramatists of 
the Old World Were soon attracted by 
favorable” prospects for the enrichment 
of the ‘theatre and its growth. .The ac- 
tors, however,’ were mostly. recruited 
from the-ranks of the immigrants work- 
ing .in: the factories of " the. garment 
trates. Among ‘these there were always 
to be found students who -were com- 
pelled to leave their studies abroad on, 
account 6f restri¢tions by the Govern 
ment, intellectuals of that peculiar auto: 
didactical type born under the Russian 
oppression in. the «small. towns of. the 
‘pale’ These formed the intelledtual 
backbone of the acting ‘body.

A West Point Picture 


OR more than a week Richard 
in Barthelmess and his company have 
been photographing scenes at West 
Point Military Academy for a new pro- 
duction called ‘‘Classmates.’’ Officers 
of the Academy have been assisting in 
the making of this picture, even to ap- 
pearing in some of the scenes. Permis- 
sion to make exteriors of the picture at 
West Point was granted by Brig. Gen. 
Sladen, who incidentally was a class- 
mate of Colonel Frank M. Caldwell, 
father of Mrs. Richard Barthelmess. 
When this permission was obtained John 
S. Robertson, director of the film, agreed 
that the West Point officers should have 
the opportunity of viewing the picture 
and making any changes they . wished, 
either in the scenes or in the final 
titling. 

Once West Point gave its aid in the 
making of this photoplay it became en- 
thusiastic, and some of the cadets ap- 
pear in various scenes. Mr. Barthel- 
mess’s uniform was fashioned by the 
official tailor, who also made others for 
supporting players.

The 
composition takes. nearly ‘forty min- 
utes and is in the manner of dis- 
course in which there is almost_-no 
variety of rhythm for the vocal part, 
with. an ‘accompaniment of instru- 
ments that. has a certain archaic fla- 
vor, conceivably Greek. With the or- 
chesfra the scdre has more interest, 
naturally, than with piano accompani- 
ment, in which form it was heard by 
the writer at-a ‘semi-private concert 
at Harvard University a year ago. It 
‘cannot “be said, however; that the 
Lmusic. on a second hearing is much 
more convincing than it was on the 
first. The vocal line apparently aims 
to follow the intonation and inflec- 
tions of speech after the conception 
of the réle of music in old Greek 
drama of ancient times. The adroitly 
rhythmical’ walk of the orchestra is 
as adroitly contrived; it may even 
communicate to more-sensitive souls a 
sensation of Socratic-calm. But the 
feeling of a living musical organism is 
lacking. We are. fain to agree with 
Alcibiades himself, In the words which 
Mr. Satie’s poet, Cousin#? puts into 
his mouth: ‘‘La seule difference, Soc- 
rate—entre Marsyas et toi, c’est que 
sans instruments, avec de simple dis- 
cours, tu fais la meme chose.’” Why 
could not Mr. Satielet it go at that? 
Music--can do many things—more, 
without doubt, than we now conceive; 
but to put this or any other music to 
the Plato dialogues is very much in- 
deed like gilding the lily. It is true 
that the opening ‘‘portrait of Soc- 
rates’’ establishes a certain classic 
vibration and that, in moments of the 
Death of Socrates, there is solemnity 
and a manner, not too emotional, of 
accompanying musically the superb 
text of the end, but that is not enough 
for such a subject; and as for the 
Greek spirit, personally we find it ex- 
pressed with incomparably more drig- 
inality,; ease, and shéer beauty, in 
those little pieces. of Satie which were 
among his first successes with the 
public, and which served to enlist the 
sympathies of both Debussy and Satie 
in his. behalf. We refer to the 
‘“‘Gymnopedies,’’ which Debussy or- 
chestrated, which haunted the mem- 
ory of Ravel in the movement, 
‘Beauty and the Beast,’’ of the 
*“*Mother Goose’’ suite, and which say 
in some twenty measures more of the 
glory that was Greece than the 
‘‘Socrate”’’ says, with all its careful 
elaboration, in forty minutes’ time. 


Poulenc. 


Netx came a sonata for clarinet 
and bassoon, very amusing, of Fran- 
cis Poulenc. The two instruments 
are very droll in the opening move- 
ment, and they ‘‘spoon’’ together in 
@ romance which is all of .chiidish 
‘concords-and syrupy thirds, It is the 
kind of thing that Poulenc has done 
for voice in ‘‘La Bestiare.’’ It is the 
particular foolery for which he has 
a gift. It would not be bad now if 
he did something besides repeating a 
certain kind of joke; yet it is some- 
thing to be-able to write a sonata 
for two solemn men who faced each 
ether with a cackling clarinet and a 
snaky bassoon between them and 
make an audience, for one moment, 
if not for three; rock with laughter. 

Followed the Karol Szymanowski 
piano etudes, Op. 33, played by Henry 
Gil-Marchex, brilliant but not very 
original pieces in a modern manner, 
and the extremely sentimental and 
mid-Victorian sonata for piano and 
‘cello of John Ireland, played by 
Beatrice Harrison,. ’cellist, and Har- 
riet Cohens.

At the end of this program -emerged 
again the name and talent of a young 
man whose String Sextet had made a 
marked impression at the festival of 
Dorinaueschingen—Erwin Schuihoff. 
‘His musical. ancestry and educational 
influences have been referred to in a 
previous letter. His ‘‘Four-Pieces for 
String Quartet,’’ played at Salzburg, 
are unpretentious and delightful. They 
are what the Germans call ‘‘Charactér 
‘Pieces,’’ ‘‘Alla’ Viennese,’’ ‘‘Alla 
Czech,’' ‘Alla tango milonga,’’ ‘‘Alla 
tarantella.’’ These pieces attempted 
only to charm or entertain.’ They had 
spontaneous humor, sentiment, a flu- 
ent and admirable technic. The idiom 
has enough modern pepper in it to 
constantly stimulate the ear; but the 
musie is not forced, any more than 
it is portentous. A young composer 
of talent disported -rhimself in these 
little. pieces, and his audience was 
duly.grateful. _ Not all composers, old 
or young, have the gopd sense not to 
take themselves, noW and again, - too 
seriously. 

The quartet was excellently per- 
formed with a spirit and swing which 
made the music the more entertaining 
by .the: Zika Quartet., It was the 
end of the concert, and after that 
concert Schulhoff betook himself to a 
sertain inn and played American rag- 
time on the piano till the walls tot- 
tered, while sentiments the opposite of 
the academic or prohibitive.were ut- 
tered freely and with enthusiasm by 
those about him. Salzburg was a gay 
place, even in the times of poor ra- 
diant -Mozart. Salzburg never heard 
of Volstead.. But ‘that is another 
story. f 

Milhaad. 

At the last concert, Maria Freund, 
that most intelligent and indefatigable 
student of modern song, sang Mil- 
haud’s ‘“‘Catalogue des Fieurs’’ and 
Georges, Auric’s ‘‘Alphabeth’’ , after 
Seven Quatraine hy Raymond Radi- 
guet, and the delightful Coplas set- 
tings of Spanish folk-poetry, of Mario 
Castelnuovo-Tedesco. These songs 
were written in the composer’s nine- 
teenth year, and they are a most for- 
tunate expression of his talent. There 
is never the mere slavish envhioyment 
of Spanish folk-idioms. The folk~ 
idiom is refined and distinguished by 
the individual talent of a ‘composer 
whose own racial tendencies are suf- 
ficiently near those of the Spaniard 
for him to fully comprehend, as it 
were, their language. At the same 
time the treatment is always poetic, 
distinguished. There is a joyousness, 
heat, and lightness in these settings 
which could only 7 <a from a Latin. 

The flowers catalogued by Milhaud 
are the violet, the begonia, the lilies, 
hyacinths, the crocus, the wall-flower, 
and the ‘‘Eremurus _Isabellinus,”’ 
‘twhose flowering is guaranteed. The 
stem of this magnificent specimen 
reaches sometimes a length of two 
meters. Its flowers are.of a beautiful 
color between yellow and rose, and 
they last a long time. You will re- 
ceive thé price by correspondence.’’ 
No doubt this is funny, ingenious and 
of a quality to make the bourgeois 
blink. Ha! Ha! 

The songs of Auric are musically of 
more value than those, of Milhaud, as 
the verses are more elusive in qual- 
ity. They are as pictures of moods 
and fancies rather than things; some 
of a vague melancholy, some of them 
mockery, one of them, ‘‘Mallarmé’’ 
a kind of poetic caricature of- the 
Mallarmé ‘sonnet set to remarkable 
music by Maurice Ravel, relating to 
the fashionable lady, her fan, and the 
painting envied by her admirer on 
her cup of tea. Here, as in other 
music of Auric heard during ‘the sea- 
son. of the Russian ballet; is a fresh-

Toti dal Monte, the young coloratura

Notwithstanding 
these and much longer works of Stra- 
vinsky, the Octet at a first hearing 
is clearer and much simpler, and 
much more engaging to the ear, than 
the ‘‘Symphonies pour Instruments de 
vent’’ heard in New York last Win- 
ter—a work belonging to the same 
period. ._The Octet is in five move- 
ments: ‘‘Lento, Allegro’ moderato, 
Temo con. variazioni, Fugato, and 
Finale. The writing has the Stra- 
vinskian bite, but a lightness of flight 
and & freedom from his former super- 
intensities which is pleasant, . Stra- 
vinsky could have provided us with 
this pleasurable piece of chamber mu- 
sic, providing, in theswords of Ath- 
eneus: ‘‘a gentleman-like joy,’’ with- 
out any of those strange explanations 
of the means he took td do so. 

Wellesz. 

Egon Wellesz’s **Little Suite’’made 
a certain kind of an impression. It 
is very brilliant and dissonant in its 
style. \It appears as the conception 
of a Schénberg disciple, but one who 
is very modern and more ‘eclectic: in 
his feeling than a mere disciple of a 
celebrated master could be, Whether 
Wellesz has thematic originality can 
be’ judged better with repeated hear- 
ings of his music, but at least he com- 
poses with zest and color, and not 
heavily, not sluggishly or thickly; 
and‘that is something in these days. 

The quartet of Jarnach was .one of 
the most interesting on this program. 
It has not,\perhaps, complete har; 
mony of style. One had the sensation 





of different ideas and qualities of a 
composer in his formative period, 
mingled together in proportions he 
could not always control. But there 
was sincerity, emotion and imagina- 
tion perceptible at once in pages of a 
work one would fain hear again; cer- 
tain that all in the music had not been 
grasped at a first hearing; certain 
that even if it proved to have grave 
deficiencies the composition would 
command respect for its essential in- 
tegrity ahd personal ‘point of view. 

These things, after, all—these things 
and invention are the paramount re- 
quirements of a composer, whether he 
is old or young, modern or classic. A 
brief note of Malipiero, published in 
the July issue of the Musikblatter des 
Anbruch, said much: e¢ , 

‘“*‘Modern music has always existed. 

*“‘No one has written ancient music. 

“Only in the past three-quarters of 
a century has there appeared a race 
of musicians bofn classics—that is to 
say, who contented themselves with 
the crumbs fallen from the Lucullan 
banquet table of the romantics. ... 
It is against those musicians who have 
the distinction of being born octoge- 
narians that there is leveled the ar-. 
tillery of the so-called moderns. As 
these venerable gray-beards have al- 
Ways the habit of entrenching them- 
selves solidly behind an esthetic pro- 
gram approved by the academics, so 
the moderns propose to dislodge them 
from their formidable position with a 
program equally inflated.and unac- 
ceptable to the schools. 

**Modern musicians have not 
realized that thus they form another 
school, while music as. above needs 
to escape from the exhausting and 
rhetorical academism -which ‘ts often 
dilettantish. 

***Pure air, oxygen, and fresh 
water’—this is the receipt for.the re- 
newing of music. The rest does not 
matter, and too much has already 
been said.’’

Fourteen Years of Service. 


Fourteen years’ service in the interests 
eof American boyhood is the record of 
the late Scoutmaster A. Aubrey Ruth- 
erford of Camden, N. J., who died June 
21, 1924. Mr. Rutherford is credited 
with being the first man in Camden to 
undertake the Scout movement, and was 
one of the first men to give his name 
when Scout leaders were first called 
for in the early days of organization. 

For a decade Scoutmaster Rutherford 
had hoped and planned for the time 
When he could buy a camp site for his 
boys, and his desire was realized sev- 
eral weeks before his death, when he 
purchased a thirty-acre farm near Willl- 
mantic, Conn. The equipmient, valued 
at several thousand dollars, had been 
purchased by him and shipped to camp. 
The opening date was set, and Troop 403, 
made up of boys living in the congested 
section of New York City, were awaiting 
the thrill of going into their.own camp. 
The troop unanimously decided, how- 
ever, that ‘they could not go to the new 
camp without the leader who had 
plannéd and purchased ~and equipped it 
for them. 

Scoutmaster Rutherford’s camp is to 
be converted into a home for poor boys, 
To Folly Island, the camping place for 


Camden County Boy Scouts, has been| 


donated. the camp equipment for the 
fifty boys. intended for the new site. 
In further tribute to their Scoutmaster, 
Troop 403 at a special meeting agreed 
to disband as a mark of, remembrance 
ef the great efforts their leader had 
made fm their behalf, and so that his 
fecord would not be by any un- 
certainty of the future. They agreed to 
meet again in September, to form under 
a different troop number and to-try to 
continue the work of their leader.

Start Reforestation. f 


Boy Scouts in Summer camp at Camp 
Horne, Ala.; have started what is be- 
liéved to be the first organized effort at 
reforestation in that State, according to 
The Mobile Register.

STATE ANCHORS 
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THAT MOVE OVER CAPE COD 





Massachusetts Authorities Pldnt Trees, Shrubs and 


OME years ago the wild gales that 
S sweep the north end of Cape Cod 
threatened to drown with drifting 
sand the wide reaches of native wood- 
land lying between the Peaked Hills and 
Provincetown. The town itself, it was 
feared, might some day be buried be- 
neath the shifting sands. To ward off 
the danger the Commonwealth of Mas- 
sachusetts decided to anchor the Prov- 
incetown. Hills. This they did by the 
simple pedient of planting the sand 
dunes with trees, shrubs and grass. 
The result has been so successful as to 
entirely curb the roving aregenniy of 
the dunes. 

Today, as a result of 
some-3,300 acres of land lying north of 
the Peaked Hills are covered with a 
luxuriant growth of beach grass, trans- 
planted pine and bayberry. According 
‘to Frank Chase, Resident Commissioner 
of. Province Lands for this section, in 
a few years there will be no sand dunes 
left; that is, no shifting mountains of 
Band to alarm the townsfolk and im- 
peril property. 

It is no figment of the imagination 
that arouses such misgivings, for a 
nasty gale off Race Run has been 
known to change the contour of the 

cape in a single night. Often where a 
giant sand dune has reared its head at 
nightfall, a smooth stretch of sand at 
‘sea Jevel. will appear in the morning, 
while at some more distant point a new 
and a strange hill has appeared. 

The State has, within the last few 
years, put in some 200,000 European pine 
of several varieties, and has transplanted 
the‘ native pitch pine at the rate ‘of 
25,000 a year., . Eventually, a million 
more Austrian pine will be planted... In- 
cidentally, the State will get a consid- 
erable: revenue from gthe thinning and 
cutting of th trees. 

“It is now twenty-one years since the 
first pine was planted,’’ said Mr. Chase 
in describing the extent of the State’s 
operations in staying the Provincetown 
hills. “‘When.we found the sand com- 
ing into town we got worried, and well 
we might, for those northwest gales are 
Wad.- Those living back from the.coast 
have little idea~of the velocity or de- 
structiveness of the. wind. I’ve seen 
sand storms -out here on the coadt that 
were as bad as the worst New England 
blizzard. I’ve seen gales pick up a. sand 
dune from one point and pile it on an- 
other. We couldn't tell how far the 
sand might come. It would in: time kill 
the woodland, fill the ponds and cause 
even, greater disaster.

Grass to Keep Shifting Dunes in Proper Place— 
Woodlands and Settlements Had Been Threatened 


do well here, but we have planted more 
Scotch pine than anything else. It does 
well in this soil, grawing rapidly, and 
the trees are tall and shapely. Red pine 
has been used to a limited extent. Most 
of the pines set out come from the State 
nursery at Barnstable and from Am- 
herst. At the start we transplanted 
beach grass, but for some \ reason, 
doubtless because it was difficult to dig 
it up without cutting the roots, it lasted 
only. a few years—four at the most. 
Grown from seed, however, it lives in- 
definitely. Later we planted consider-. 
able Scotch broom with a fair degree 
of success. 

“Naturally, much of our work has 
been experimental, but we -have found 
by experience that the Scotch pine 
serves our purpose best. It grows 
straight and tall, and when fully devel- 
oped attains a growth of fifty feet in 
height. That already planted. stands 
thirty feet high, and the trunks are fully 
eight inches in diameter. It will soon 
be ready to cut, and will then begin to 
bring in a revenue to the State. Nd 
some white pine was planted, it 4 
thrive, spreading out instead of srov 
up in a shapely manner. , 

‘We discovered after the work” of 
transplanting the pine had proceeded for 
a time that without other anchorage the 
wind tore up the young trees. Then we 
tried ‘brushing.’ This method consists 
of spreading big branches of pine over 
the ground, burying the big ené in the 
sand a bit to hold it. It not only 
served to stay the sand, but the seed of 
the beach grass was caught ‘and held in 
the branches, where it at once took 
root, and so the ‘brushing’ served a 
dcuble: purpose. 

Bayberries Transplanted. 

**Beside the pine and beach.grass, we 
also. transplanted approximately 100 
acres of bayberries, which are in- 
digenous to the soil. We got them from 
the cranberry bogs and set them out in

Smaller vessels which have not these 
devices must, of course, still depend on 
the old-fashioned mariners’ guides, but 
every month brings the new methods 
into greatér usé ag practice demon- 
strates their value. 

The ‘long coast line of ‘the United 
States is equipped today with fifty-four 
radio compass stations. No other coun- 
try in the world joys such protection. 
Twenty-nine of these stations are on the 
Atlantic. seaboard, while the Pacific 
Coast has nineteen and the Great Lakes 
four. They are to be found at stra- 
tegic points at the entrances to great 
harbors and within effective range of 
the principaj steamship lines... Vessels 
passing: along our coasts may at present 
be within touch of these stations contin- 
uously. Under favorable conditions 
their signals may be picked up half way 
across the Atlantic Ocean. 

The protection afforded by the new de- 
vice is ffee to ,all.. The’system of sta- 
tions is installed and maintained. by the 
United States Navy. A few such’ sta- 
tions are in operation on the other side 
of the Atlantic, but these are widely 
scattered and make a definite charge for 
their service. 
stations. maintain an ~* uninterrupted 
twenty-four-hour service and are ready 
at any hour of the day or night to send 
out. information to ships under every 
flag. . The radio compass is a_ recent 
American invention, and although the 
device is employed in many countries, 
it has had its greatest development on 
our coast. 


A Simple Device, 


This unique signaling device is surpris- 
ingly simple. Jt sends to a ship at a 
distance its exact bearings. A ship 
which finds itself off its course or sur- 
rounded by an impenetrable fog can 
thus ascertain the points of the com- 
pass with a possible error of less than 
1. degree—accurate enough for all prac- 
tical purposes. 

The radio compass is. housed in a very 
small box-like structure. The form of 
the shelter has been standardized and 
is used in all stations. The layman has 
no trouble in urderstanding its action. 
Any one can learn in a few hours, to 
pick up and translate its signals.

The radio. compass station is equipped 
with a loop antenna mounted on a metal 
bar which can be swung in a circle by a 
touch of the hand. An arrow is at- 
tached to -the upright, 
about a compass.

The antenna 
and the arrow then point directly to- 
ward it, because the wires of the an- 
tenna are brought on the same plane 
with the sending station. The radio 
compass station then informs the navi- 
gator on the vessel at sea the exact di- 
rection which the arrow on the compass 
points—which shows what direction the 
vessel is from shore. It is the ‘work 
of-only-a few seconds. 

This information does not, of course,

With a map of the coast be- 
fore him, the navigator can draw a line 
from: tach station in the direction. indi- 
cated by the compass readings.

“The busiest of the radio compass sta- 
tions. is that on the eastern shore of 
Nantucket Island, which stands guard 
over the great North Atlantic ship lane. 
The steamers pass well out to sea, 
usually about thirty miles from land, 
and are therefore invisible, and yet the 
station is constantly called by ships of 
every type. It is common for a hundred 
or more vessel8 to ask the station for 
thelr bearings in a single day. The 
record number of such requests is thirty- 
two calls.in one hour. The station is

The radio compass is. also used to 
safeguard the entrance tothe great 
harbors.

The signal is sent out under the pres- 
ent .method by ‘ringing a bell under 
water. The vibrations from the bell 
travel through the water for several 
miles and are picked up by the ap- 
proaching vessel. The new device causes 

a;vibration in the water which, spreads 
out in all directions and travels for up- 
ward of a hundred miles, It has been 
found-in the experiments that the vibra- 
tions are sometimes defective for vari- 
ous reasons, but a. method has been 
found for correcting the variation. 

Bo pick up these signals a vessel. is 
equipped. with twa, ‘‘ears,’’ as they. are 
called, one on either side of the hull, 
well below the’ water, line. These ears 
are delicate microphones which respond 
to the vibrations sent,out by the impact 
of the signal device. The ‘‘ears” in turn 
are connected with: the bridge of the 
vessel by telephone. To read the signal 
the navigator stands on the bridge fac- 
ing forward, with a telephone receiver 
connected with the Microphones at 
either ear. When the vessel is pointed 
directly toward the signa] the sound in 
either telephone will be the same. If 
one be louder than the other it means 
of the ship. The new submarine sigr 
nals will not only safeguard harbor .en- 
trances but will enable vessels of a fleet 
to keep in: communieation “with each 
other. 





BERLIN HAS MOST PAPERS 


CCORDING to newspaper data re- 
Acoty compiled in Vienna, there 

are some 1,800 so-called political 
dailies and weeklies published in Central 
Europe. - Berlin, with about 100, half of 
which are dailies, leads the list of cities, 
with Vienna in second place with 55, 
including 22 dailies. Prague, however, 
ranks next to Berlin in the matter of 
dailies, having 25. In Prague there is 
a daily newspaper for every 33,000 in- 
habitants, in Rome and Budapest one 
for every 70,000, in Paris one for every 
75,000 and in Vienna one for every 865,- 
000. The word political is used to dis- 
tinguish ordinary newspapers from tech- 


nical organs and literary publications.

The League of Nations Assembly, 
which convenes at Geneva tomorrow, is 
going to find the month of September all 
too short for --consideration’ of the 
twenty-six items on its agenda and 
other items which are likely to, inject 
themselves—very sizable ‘‘items,’’ some 
of them. The League’s”responsibilities 
this year rangé all the way from decid- 
ing what to do with our own formally 
delegated visitor from North Carolina to 
deciding whether you first disarm. in 
order to become secure jor whether you 
achieve security first and then consent 
to disarm—a critical question, not to be 
settled by glib opinions from those that 
live on islands or those that have thou- 
sands of miles of ocean between them 
and most. of the rest of the world. 

The agenda includes, of course, several 
typical problems, such as the ‘ Mosul 
question, involving consideration of the 
‘frontiér of Irak, which was put up to 
the League by Great Britain. But' we 
of the Western world, not acutely con- 
cerned about the fronttér of Irak, and 
not too well informed; concerning’ it, 
push past these items to certain im- 
portant matters which we have at least 
learned to recognize’ as falling within 
our.own horizon. 

The most moméntous discussions at 
Geneva this month can hardly fail to 
centte around the two outstanding prob- 
lenis: reduction of armament and. se- 
curity, and perhaps the entrance of Ger- 
many into the League. All the world 
expected that Germany's entratice into 
the League would. be among the sub-* 
jects discussed, together with the corol- 
lary . question of whether Germany 
should have a permanent or a non-per- 
manent seat on the Council, ‘or whether 
the Council should be increased at ‘all.’ 
But the fact is that Germany hasn’t yet 
applied, though the regulation time for 
doing. so in order to, secure action at this 
session has passed.

Keeiice Much Enhanced, 


One senses near the beginning of this 
session the atmosphere that attends a 
general extension of prestige. ‘There are 
many rumors: that Russia is going to 
ask to send observers; that England is 
getting ready to-‘announce acceptance 
of the famous. optional, clause; that 
Ecuador, having: filed its. first. treaty, 
will apply for membership; that,. pur-

It has grown almost 
imperceptibly into a more robust politi- 
cal status, become much more of an in- 
térnational political factor than it was, 
let us say, two years ago. A ‘‘factor’’? 
Perhaps it would be truer to say more 
of an international hope. And. its 
change’ in prestige is due—the League 
zealots to the contrary—not to any stic- 
cessful dealing the League has either 
accomplished or attempted with matters 
of great international moment, for, aside 
from the rehabilitation of Austria and 
of Hungary, there have been few of 
these, but to the fact that the more 
solid type of Huropean statesmen have 
gradually come to )believe more firmly 
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than they did in the necessity of some 
‘permanent instrument of mutual counsel 
for -the ultimate solution of problems 
otherwise insoluble, . 

The League’s best friends have always 
been those more preoccupied with its 
possible future than with its present or 
its past; those who cared less about its 
covenant than about its idea. 

“The annoying thing,’’ a wise English 
statesman said to me a few weeks ago, 
“is that so many of the best professional 
friends of the League over here in Eng- 
land seem to feel that unless they prove 
extraordinary accomplishment for these 
‘five years of the League they have no 
case at all. They .make too many 
speeches and write too many pamphlets 
on what the League has done,. seeming 
not to perceive that the big thing tow 
is not what the League has done but 
what it is in spirit becoming—as_ in- 
creasingly recognized in high quarters. 
Deo you have any. of that kind of_pro- 
Leaguers in America?’ 

I suppress my reply. as irrelevant at 
the moment. ‘‘We are in the League, 
of course, "; he went on; ‘‘but the fact 
of our being in doesn’t make as much 
difference as you might think. Our 
problem is like yours—not to make the 
League monumental to date, which it is 
not, but; to show. that the imperative: 
common sense “of the. League's idea is 
becoming mighty-dlear to those that now 
have the actual. job of trying to bring 
order and agreement to bear on the,criti- 
eal international questions facing, us.

The most. grudging 
critics allow it great credit for‘its work 
in regard to Austria and Hungary. Its 
work has not escaped criticism-—-why 
should it?—especially in regard to the 
Saar Basin and Upper Silesia; but many 
others than pro-Leaguers would cheer- 
fully give the League the following 
credits: Stabilization of the currency 
of Danzig in place of the demoralizel 
mark; an essentially successful admin- 
istration of the Saar Basin; the ter- 
mination of disorder and the resumption 
of production as a result of the Upper 
Silesian settlement; the placing of mil- 
lions of Greek refugees in productive 
employment; distinct advance in pro- 
posed conventions in regard to drug ani 
opium and white-slave traffic; negotia- 
tions, calculated to simplify customs for- 
malities and passports in Europe, and 
thus to facilitate the resumption of in- 
ternational trade. 

The League opponents must bear witu 
us for saying that these not insignifi- 
cant accomplishments. are yet less im- 
portant in themselves than the fact that 
in doing them the League has worked 
out a methog and an experience now 
capable of being applied to e€ pro- 
founder problems which are given to it. 
It already has been pointed out that the 
Dawes report bears witness to having 
réceived suggestions, if not, indeed, di- 
rect models; in the League’s methods 
and the League’s experiences in tasks 
not so dissimilar. Moreover, in looking 
over the disarmament draft—somewhat 
infelicitously, it seems to me, called, the 
“American plan’’—I was struck with its 
dependence upon the methods and types 
which the League has made peculiiriv 
its own. To have done this is in itseif 
the great achievement. 

Last Spring .an American journalist, 
after some weeks or days at. Geneva,

to his own satisfaction that the League 
while of little or no importance with ref- 
erence to larger intéernatiorial matters, 
Had shown itself usefulin dis 
er pigeonholing small matters capable’ 
of keeping up mean litfle international 
frictions.

Shortly after the ‘armistice, with the 
hearty approval of the six Cabinet offi- 
cers, headed by the Secretary “of War, 
forming the. Council of National De- 
fensée, I organized and became Chair- 
mah of the Interdepartmental Defense 
Board. It was composed of such men 
as Major Gen. George -W. Burr, Assis- 
tant Chief of Staff; Rear Admiral Wil- 
liam Strother Smith, Dr. 8. W.>Strat- 
ton, Director of. the Bureau of Stand- 
ards; “Dr. Van H. Manning, Director of, 
the Bureau of Mines, and Royal Meeker, 
United States Commissioner of Labor 
Statistics. ; 

At the board’s initial meeting the first 
thing I did was tq turn to General Burr 
and ask:a question to which I knew the 
answer: 

“Can the War Department give this 
board its requirements for the upkeep 
of a. million men in the field for six 
moadths, so that the board, working 
down through the departments and busi- 
ness units represeriting the necessary 
sources of supply, can” ascertain in 
peace tims how, when, where and in 
what quantities those supplies ‘may. -be 
found?’ : 

General Burr was intellectually hon- 
est and a very able officer. He gave 
me a long look, and answered bluntly: 

*"No. ” 

This, mark you, was after we ‘naa 
just come out of the biggest war in our 
history. It exemplified what happens to 
a great unprepared democracy that goes 
headlong into a world war. 

Being wholly unprepared, in a modern 
sense, the War Department was forced 
to spend billions of dollars to offset the 
fruits of the valor of ignorance. It was 
impaled on the merciless day-to-day 
exigency of the war itself. 


$400,000 Might Save Billions. 


There is no such thing as scientific 
preparation when the fight is on. When 
war, based on elevénth-hour or no prep- 
aration, is being waged, there is no 
time in which to conserve the knowledge 
being won through blood and tears. 

I here make the deliberate statetnent 
that an industrial preparedhess extend- 
ing over only a few years, at a cost of 
but $400,000 a year, would have saved 
us 40 per cent. of our war bill in the 
last conflict, or some ten billidhs of 
doliars. 

And what is more, we not only would 
have prepared our industries _ econom!- 
cally and more efficiently for war, but 
we would have prepared them better far 
their peace-time tasks. Let the pacifist 
reflect on this. Business men, know it to 
be true. : 

Now: for the remedy/ The National 
Defense act of 1920 provides that under 
the Assistant Secretary of War plans 
shall be prepared for industrial mobili- 
gation in the event of hostilities. The 
progress to date of these plans is indi- 
cated by quoting driefly from @ state- 
ment very courteously furnished to mé 
by the War Department. 

Dur military men are being thor- 

oughly indoctrinated. with the. rela- 

tive importance of munitions and man 
power.

The council was conceived as a sort 
of laboratory for the cool and sus- 
tained study of national defense 
problems. Instead, it became through 
impelling circumstances a war-time 
furnace in which most of the great 
civilian emergency war agencies were 
forged. From it issued the War Indus- 
tries Board, the Food and Fuel Admin- 
istrations, the Railroad Administration 
And the War Labor Policies Board, 
among others. 

Congress created the council for the co- 
ordination of industries and resources 
for the national security and welfare ahd 


for “the creation of relations which will | 


render possible in time of need the im- 
mediate concentration and utilization of 
the resources of the nation.”’ 


Need Even Greater New. 


At the virtual, order of Secretary 
Baker, as Chairman of the council, I re- 
mained in office as director of that body 
for moré than a year after the armistice 
to draw concrete industrial prepared- 
neas plans obedient to the Congressional 
act. These plana received.the full en- 
dorsement of the six--Cabinet officers 
torming the council-and of very many of 
the leading business men, national com- 
mercial and trade organizations, and 
business and lay publications of the coun- 
try—practically the entire- trade press 


‘backed them—and at least twice the Sec- 


retary of War and myself presented 
them to Congress, receiving money with 
which to carry on in a preliminary way. 
As a Republican, I wish to say that 
Secretary Baker. gave all he had to sup- 
porting the program. 

But: the already historic council, 
charged by the Congress to do in peace 
what it had through administrative 
agony to do in war, was allowed to die 
by the same legislative body that had’ 
given it birth. This, in June, 1921, a 
year and a half after. I left office. And 
yet the lessons of the World War were 
unanswerable evidence of a still greater 
neéd for such an agency than existed in 
the Summer of 1916. 

Thus does our confirmed and senti- 
mental pacifism address itself to the in- 
escapable economics of modern wae. We 
dream continually of a peace that does 
not come, and our dreams cost us untold 
gold. - 

The task, therefore, without specific 
funds or formal organization, was left 
on the War  Department’s doorstep.

There should also be tied inte the 
whole. flexible scheme a Board of Public 
Cooperation: This, would be the peace- 
time. residuum, of that tremendqus non- 
partisan civilian war machinery which, 
guided by the council, consisted of. the 
184,000 units of the State, country, com- 
munify- and municipal councils of de- 
fenhse, inoluding the 4,000,000 wemen or- 
ganized under the Women's Committee 
of the council. It wag this machinery, 
unique in war-making but noisless in 
method, which. created and maintained 
the civilian morale of America through- 
out the war and which, be it said, made 
possible the speedy Gemobiligation and 
reabsorptioh into industry of our troops. 
It could easily be maintained in jekele- 
ton form. 

Keep clearly in mind that these’ plans 
méan ne duplication whatever of de- 
partmental. activities. Far from it, . If 
consummated, they would bring together 
for the first time under the Federal 
Government a scientific and common 
understanding of our national deferse 
problems and needs. The absence of 
such @ head centre has always been and 
is today the weak spot in America’s pre- 
paredness measures. 

In the -Werld ‘War we, for the~ first 
time, approached a national balance 
shéet of what. we are and what we had. 
This information still lives in our ecat- 
tered wartime files. All of it béaring 
upén the national defense, save- putely 
military matters, should be concentrated

Dead economic information is no 
information, Such material, by the way,

The plans ‘outlinéd can be put_into 
operation for $400,000 a year. The ex- 
penditure Involves a staff, fromi director 
to charwoman, of about 170 persons. The 
duty of each employe is specifically’ pro- 
vided. for. The advisory commission. of 
experts, as-cohtemplated by the act, 
would serve without pay, as did Daniel 
Willard, Bernard Baruch, Hollis God- 
frey, Julius Rosenwald, Sanitel Gom- 
pera, Howard Coffin’ and Dr. Franklin 
Martin in the‘late’ Summer of 1916, when

The great problem of the military, 
who can produce soldiers in six: months, 


is how accurately and forehandedly to- 


state their needs in the way of supplies. 
The great twin of the problem is for 
the civillan industrial group to supply 
the military needs efficiently and abun- 
Gantly and keep the stream flowing 
without unnecessary disturbance to in- 
dustry or the civilian population. No 
two functions were ever more inherently 
separate, by training, ciroumstance or 
national necessity. Would business men 
‘be turned loose.on military dispositions? 

There are three major aspects of de- 
fense, of which but one has been con- 
sidered here, and that only in high~re- 
lief. The other two are. military and 
educational. The latter aspect will 
doubtless ‘ultimately prove to be the 
bedrock. of all defense programs of 
a scientific and stable nature. 

If we wish for a balanced prepared- 
tiess;< it 4s to -be- hoped: that. some of 
these things will burn a little déeper 
into the country’s thought before next 
Defense Day. The first fact for the 
public to grasp is that from fow on 
military preparedness without complete 
industrial. preparedness is largely a

Today the elms lock their long arms 
above the quiet street and the visitor 
waiks along until he seés a sign appris- 
ing all who pass aid care to read that 
an. auction.4s to be held; an auction.of 
the Herreshoff -plant.. Any. man who 
aver stood on the deck of a boat In a 
rolling sea and tasted the brine break- 


ing over her side“is prompted to lift his: 


hat and pause a moment. Surely this is 
no ordinary plant, a thing of steel-and 
wood. It is the place: where Herreshott 
built the Resolute,. the Reliance and 
other craft that have Upheld the pride of 
America in many a race. -If old Neptune 
ever steals into this bay and drives his 
car to the top of the waves, he well may 
render honors to the ghostly shapes that 
line the shore. For those shapes in hoods 
of canvas are famous yachts that go to 
sea rio more. They rot upon ‘the land, 
even though blue water beckons beyond 
the bar. Fashions have changed and the 
Herreshoff yard has built ita last yacht. 

This side of the yard, dn the edge of 
sleepy Bristol, stands a big white house. 
Most houses have a garage nawadays, 
perhaps an elaborate garden.  Some- 
times: an old stable-endures. But this 
house has a dock, onthe water side, of 
course, and near the dock lies a trim 


boat, with furled sail. Almost every day 


the 76-year-old Herreshoff breaks out 
that sail and goes down the bay with 
the wind, where he first sailed a boat 
upward-of seventy years ago. At other 
times, perhaps, he looks from. his study 
windows. toward the » silent now 
and still; the yard where he and his 
brothers. and his men labored together 
in producing the fastest sailboats that 
ever took to water. But there was some- 
thing more than speed in those boats.

Mr. Herreshoff shook his head and let 
his glance rest upon oné hooded forfi.

Haven't, the 
time to learn how a sail is unfurled, 
some of them say. The motor boat is 
an easy substitute ‘and the automobile 
still easier.

There were nine of the Herreshotf 
youngsters, seven brothers and two sis- 
‘ters.

Four of the nine lost their 
eyesight when still in the teens, “among 
them John B. Such misfortune de-. 
manded stanch character to withstand. 
The builders of the Tadpole were grawn 
together by a bond that never lessened. 

ld residents of Bristol still recall the 
inseparable association of the brothers 
in those trying days when John B, 
struggled to find light in the dark that 
had come to him. And he found it ih 
boats. 

It is said in Bristol that\ the -blind 
John could build a better boat before he 
Was 20° than any man along the shore. 
Nathaniel worked with him,-early de- 
veloping a special excellence in graceful 
design. So mattérs went with the 
Herreshoff boys until~ John was grown 
and Nathaniel was forging toward man- 
hood. With schooldays in Bristol be- 
hind, Nathaniel went :to the Institute of 
Technology in Boston. There he devel- 
oped a marked mathematical- faculty to 
high degree and left the Institute to take 
up expert’ work in the Corliss engine 
plant of Providence. 

Meanwhile John B.* had. found his 
métier, establishing the plant which af- 
terward was to be a world institution. 
But it was a small plant In those days 
and its preduct modest. Nathaniel de-

has already done his bit in serving as 
an unofficial ambassador of his coun- 
try. From the day, ten years ago, when 
war began, he has been on parade. In 
comparison with the. Prince of Wales 
Irvin Cobb’s famous goldfish has led a 
sheltered lite. Lord Renfrew, the appel- 
lation used by his grandfather sixty-four 
years ‘ago on the first visit of a royal 
Prince to the United States, is a partial 
refuge. It is an official assumption 
that the title makes the man and that 
the temporary renunciation of the in- 
signia of power may provide an escape 
into private life. 

/The shadow cast. by the abandonment 
of a royal name and the acquisition of 
a merely noble title is, of course, not 
complete. It will not save Lord Ren- 
frew from certain official attention. still 
traveling as a private person has its 
advantages, as doubtless none knows 
better than the young man who signs 
himself “Edward P.’’ 


When His Grandfather Came Here. 


Canada, the United States and Aus- 
tralia are accounted democratic coun- 
tries, but nowhere in the world have 
people made more ‘of royalty once. they 
had. a chance to see a Prince in the 
flesh. Edward VII. visited Canada in 
1860 and afterward came to the United 





States. From the day the eighteen>

year-old boy landed until months later 
he was returned to his family he had to 
work harder than, an itinerant actor 
making one-night stands. President 
Buchanan made the first Lord Renfrew 
a house guest at the Executive Mansion 
and New York gave him a ball to which 
the elect were invited. Chicago, then a 
city built on stilts above the marsh 
lands»of Lake Michigan, poured out in 
pioneer fury to. catch a glimpse of a 
live Prince, while New England fetched 
up a Revolutionary soldier 105 years old 
to match memories with the eighteen- 





year-old scioh of the British royal fam- 
ily 

When Edward VII.’s tour was planned 
his father, Prince Albert, in methodical 
German’ fashion, prepared a memoran- 
dum for the lad. In detail the history, 
customs and prejudices of the Canadians 
and Americans were related. Little need 
had the first Renfrew traveler for such 
a guide. When he landed in Newfound- 
land the fisherfolk said, ‘‘God bless his 
pretty face and send him a good wife,”’ 
afid the same tone was-kept up until 
the end. d 

The present Prince of Wales, who is 
sojourning..on Long,,Igland, near the 
polo ponies sent over from: his stables 
for the international matches, has been 
welcomed not less enthusiastically wher- 
ever he has gone, and that doubtless is 
his reason fer desiring to be Lord Ren- 
frew. Popularity is a good thing, but it 
can go too far for comfort or even 
human endurance. 

In 1919 Ecward’s grandson, the present 
Prince of Wales, began his long jour- 
neys, and in the first stages of his 
American trip he followed the trail 
marked by -his grandfather's visit fifty- 
nine years hefore. Arriving at St. 
John’s, N. F., Aug. 12, he had to sleep 
in a room occupied by his royal ancestor 
on his earlier visit. From that time 





onward the Prince had the Sea 
task of making himself agreeable to 
millions of people, who exacted strange 
boons from his good nature, It would 
have been far less trying. to have been 
a candidate for office. 

The Prince of Wales beyond all: ques- 
tion holds many records as a marathon 
sightseer. He was compelled to examine 
every bit of. fine scenery from New- 
foundland to Vancouver. He was led to 
every historic spot from Quebec to 
Washington and expected to feel the 
correct_ emotions. At the.tomb of every 
famous man he had to lay a wreath and 
shed a tear. Every ancient inhabitant 
had to have @ few words, and his pic- 
ture had to be taken many times with 
every reception committee. 


Although as an Englishman he prob- 
ably knew nothing’ about baseball and 
cared less, no sooner had he arrived in 
Western Canada than he was installed 
asia pitcher and induced ‘to begin a 
game. At Saskatoon he had to attend 
a cowboy show and ride ‘a bucking 
bronco. He was. taken into a silver 
mine, shot down the rapids of Canadian 
rivers with Indian. guides, persuaded to 
open municipal exhibitions and tostart 
new water works. His visit to Canada 
was’a pageant in which he was cast for 
the leading part. What he had to do 
depended upon the community, but from 
the beginning to the end he was busy. 


In the United States his visit was no 
easier. This country had never pre- 
viously received a Prince of Wales who 
admitted his identity. Edward VIL. had 
traveled as Lord Renfrew under the 
orders of his mother, Queen Victoria, 
who thought that George III. was too 
recent a memory to make any other 
course tactful’ As a matter of fact, the 
Americans of 1860 ignored the fiction 














doing today, but the pretense was main- 
tained. 

Not so five years ago. Edward P. 
admitted his royalty, and from the time 
he crossed the border at Rouse’s Point 
until the Renown lifted anchor in. the 
North River the heir to the British 
throne learned what an exciting thing 
it is to be a Prince among republicans. 

If in the midst of such a torrent of 
events any man could keep a diary, the 
record of Edward Albert’s emotions dur- 
ing those busy days would be entertain- 
ing. On Nov. 10 the Prince left Canada 
and two days later he was making a 
speech greeting the United States and 
replying to Vice President Marshall’s 
felicitations. The next day he had to 
go. to Annapolis and make a speech to 
the midshipmen.. Then .a tribute to the 
American Navy was in order. Two days 
later he\was_in New York receiving the 
freedom of the city fromi~Mayor Hylan 
and,.of course, making a speech in re- 
ply. Then dinner after dinner followed, 
all involving oratory. Some days he 
had to speak twice. 5 


Speeches were interspersed with other 
affairs consuming. no less energy. He 
had to receive a medal from the Numis- 
matic Society and a Bible from the Bible 
Society. He had to autograph theatre 
tickets and bestow medals on soldiers 
and nurses, and finalty he hadi to be- 
come a member of a Princeton Untver- 
sity student society. When his ship 
moved out of the Hudson he had a lot 
to remember. 


What had happened in Canada .and 
the United States only whetted the taste 
of democratic peoples for royalty.

SHEAF of wireless telegrams, 
filed at Indian Harbor, Labra- 
dor, came speeding down to civ- 
ilization on “Labor Day fifteen 
years ago, @2nnouncing to a star- 

tled world tiat Commander Robert E. 
Peary, U. S. N., had discovered the 
North. Pole—perhaps the greatest prize 
in the history of exploration. 

No ‘wonder the. world was startled; 
especially because only- three days ear- 
lier a comparatively unknown. man 
named Dr. Frederick A. Cook had 
emerged from lower arctic latitudes de- 
claring that he himself, accompanied by 
two Eskimo lads, with -two dog teams 
and sledges, already had reached the 
Pole. Europe, as well as America, was 
thrown into a state of almost hysterical. 
excitement, that quickly turned to con- 
troversy, growing more end more bitter 
as, weeks and months went by. 

Those who Knew Peary. as well as 
Cook, and who also knew something of 
arctic conditions, declined to lose their 
heads in the. excitemrent—stood firm, 
confident. of the outcome. 
‘Judgment the circumstantial story told 
by Cook. was preposterous. That he 
could -have gone to the North Pole and 
returned with two’ boys’ and two dog 
teams was just about as reasonable as 
that one could make a trip by motor 
car from New York to Chicago on a 
single gallon of gasoline. . Yet Cook’s 
self-assurance and sheer audacity were 
so great that he had. half the world 
“‘buffaloed,” including a ,considerable 
part of the scientific world at that. 

In this respect there - was one out: 
standing exception. Be it said, to their 
everlasting credit, that not for an in- 
stant were British Government officials 
or ‘ British scientific’ societies .hood- 
winked. These listened with care to 
Cook’s amazing yarn, asked for) satis- 
factory proofs and declined to commit 
themselves until. proofs were forthcom- 
ing. His wild effort to do this, was so 
tudicrous and ineffectual that eventually 
the whole weird structure his limitless 
imagination had raised came crashing 
down to earth, Today Frederick A. 
Cook is a prison innate, cdnvictéd of’ 
swindling the public in fake. oft schemes. 

Long before Peary’s life of felf-sacri- 
fice ended he had won universal acclaim 
for his glorious | achtevement:.

Peary’s last and successful ‘expedition 
sailed from New York on July 6, 1908, 
aboard the steam yacht Roosevelt, ar- 
riving at Sydney for a brief stop, sailing 
thence on July 17 for Etah, Greenland, 
from which the Vessel departed on Aug. 
18, bound for the Winter quarters at 
Cape Sheridan. The cape was reached 
on Sept...5, within a quarter of an hour 
of the same time the expedition had 
arrived at the same spot three years 
previously. ~“ 

Peary’s records show that the ensuing 
Winter was spent in hunting, journeys 
in one direction..or another, in. con- 
stricting - sledge’ equipment, getting 
everything. -ready for the dash to the 
Pole, and in moving the Roosevelt along 
the northern short of Grant” Land to 
Cape Columbia, which had been ‘chosen 
as a point ‘of departure for the drive to 
the Pole itself. In his personal account, 
“The North. Pole,’’ Peary. summarizes 
what happened afterward. 

“The sledge divisions,’” he says, ‘‘left 
the Roosevelt from Feb, 15 to 22, 1909, 
rendezvoused at Cape Columbia, head- 
ing across the Polar Ocean-for the Pole. 
The eighty-fourth parallel was crossed 
on March 23, the Italian record was 
passed the next day, the eighty-eighth 


April 4, and the North Pole was reached 
on Aprfl 6 at 10 o’¢lock in the morning. 
I spent thirty hours: at the-Pole with

No. American com- 
mercial aviation today, according to the 
yearbook of the Acronautical Chamber 
of Commerce of America, just published 
under the title “The World in the Air,'’

“Extremely unsatisfactory.” And this, 
after, recounting notable achievements 
and. ‘services, all rendered to industry 
and . commerce by. the airplane> cr 


ised? 

Why, because of this very thing—the 
pra: and usefulness of air 
travel, as already demonstrated. ‘The 
glimpse these achievements afford into 
the future possibilities of air transpor- 
tation is so flluminating to all who have 
eyes to see. that they are disheartened 
at the contrast between what is and 
what might be. 

Ne Aid From the Government. 


“More than five years have passed 
since the close of the World War,’’ says 
the yearbook, ‘‘and the United States 
has not yet enacted any form of Federal 
law for~the regulation and encourage- 
‘ment of aviation. 

“The effect of this delay ig seen on 
the one hand in the alarming increase 
in fatal accidents among itinerant 
fliers, with the conszequerit solidifying 


of public fear and prefudice; and, on 
the other hand, In the indefinite post- 
ponement of commercial operations upon 
@ sound. basis, thus depriving, us as a 
nation of the economic benefits to be 
conferred through air transport and 
substantially weakening our national 
security in the air.” 


As to the first by-product of this in- 
difference on the part of Congress to- 
ward aeronautical progress—that of in- 
creased accidents amiong itinerant filers— 
Governmental regulation will” afford 
easy and speedy iniprovement, the au- 
thorttie# contend. It is pointed out that 
while in 1923 eighty-five persons were 
killed and 162 injured in accidents in- 
volving itinerant or ‘“gypsy’’ fliers, 
only twelve deaths and twelve serious 
injuries occurred in the year from the 
operation of aircraft by 124 established 
aircraft lines, or “‘fixed-base’’ flying— 
@ ratio of only one accident to each 
200,000 miles of ffight. 

“Major Gen. Mason M. Patrick, comr 

ding the Air Service of the United 
States, under the auSpices of whose de- 
partment the round-the-world flight is 
being made, was. asked this week by 
Tur New YorK Times to comment on 
the practical value of the journey.

“Our. flight touched .ne tess than 
twenty-two countries, and {t was only 
through international courtesy that we 
could take army equipment and per- 
sonnel within the borders of. these 


foreign lands,’’ he pointed out. “If a 


round-the-world commercial flight was 
undertaken it would . undoubtedly re- 
quire months to arrange it. . For in- 
stance, the pilots might have to be 
licensed in every country they landed 
upon. Imagine the red tape and delay 
in connection with this point alone. 
“Undoubtedly the greatest lesson we 
have learned from the world flight is 
that the airplane ig severely limited by 


weather conditions, and now we «ust 
bend our endeavors to counteracting this 
fact. We found out in France that the 
storms and rains affected flying materi- 
ally, and as a result we have already de- 
veloped inventions and dévices that aid 
Us greatly. But we must have more of 
them. 


“One of the interesting mechanical 
systems the round-the-world fliers have 
undoubtedly used with great benefit is 
the bank-and-turn indicator. This en- 
ables an airman to fly in the fog with- 
out ever losing his horizontal position. 
Any move. out of the horizontal is im- 
mediately communicated to his instru- 
tment board and he can sée his error. 


Redio Compass a Great Aid. 


“The -earth-inductor-compass is part 
of the equipment of the Douglas world 
cruisers used by the army men, this be- 
ing based on the theory that the earth 
is a great magnet, with lines of force 
coming out at the magnetic pole near 
the North Pole and going in near the 
South Pole. If the pilot alters his posi- 
tion lhe cuts these. lines of force, and 
the instrument never fails to inform him 
he has done so. This apparatus proved 
of tmmense value in the flight to the 
Russian coast, and has also been used 
extensively in experiments in cloud-fly- 
ing from Dayton to Roston. 

“One more piece of equipment helping 
te combat dangerous weatHer conditions 
is the directional radio compass, the 





same system employed in guiding sea 
vessels to shore.

Mr. Kanai explained ‘hew the rambling 
roads and narrow and crooked lanes of 
Tokio will give place to broad thorough- 
fares, varying from thirty-three to 
forty-four. meters -wide in the main sec- 
tion of the city. Six such new avenues 
will supplement the present main 
thoroughfares. Besides this, 122 other 
new streets; with a minimum ‘width of 
eleven meters, dre to be a’ part of the 
new City of Tokio. Heavy. traffic will 
then be prohibited on the Ginza, and for 
that purpose “will be reserved the new 
thoroughfare running parallel to it. It 
is also planned to connect Tokio and Yo- 
kohama by way. of a\barge canal, to be 
completed in 1929. The length of this 

canal is :to be 17,000 meters;* with a 
width of 200 meters.

His.children, however, are all going to 
high school. That is the difference be- 
tween the new. generation and the old. 
Education is the natural and enforced 
heritage of - present-day youngsters. 
Compulsory education laws and. miil leg- 
islation’ have hélped bring that about. 
The boys who come into the’ mills today 
in- eight cases out of ten are very much 
better equipped than were their fathers. 
Whether they will travel faster time will 
show. 


Women Like the Change. 


“*Your wife, does she like the change?’ 
That question was asked scores of times, 

Again the answer, with few excep- 
tions; was an efithusiastic affirmative. 
Most of the men go home and: share 
their recreation time with their wives. 
A minority, and this is especially true of 
unskilled labor, Which is almost always 
“foreign labor,’’ use their time in mak- 
ing home brew and getting drunk. Their 
wives lament the passing of the twelve- 
hour day. \ 


According to several foremen the solu- 
tion of this particular. problem is the 
education of the mén in the proper use 
of leisure. Whether that is possible -or 
not is.a subject that lends itself to dis 
cussion. These foremen, men.who have 
risen from the jobs they now superin- 
tend, are frankly in a quandary about 
giving the new, régime .their whole- 
hearted. approval.. It has meant more 
difficult work for them. 


In many instances, It was pointed out, 
men use their leisure to do outside jobs 
for other people. Invariably these are 
construction jobs. The eight-hour shift 
has done not.a little to encourage build- 
ing. Private garages are being erected, 
additions to houses aré being made, 
amusement places are gofng up. 


When it comés to the subject of pro- 
duction it is the men on top ‘whose opin- 
fons are most valuable—the presidents 
of the companies. I spoke to Homér D. 
Williams, President of the Carnegie 
Steel Company, and William B. Schiller, 
President of the National ‘Tube. Com- 
pany. first was convinced from the 
start that the elimination of the’ long 
shift-was a good thing; the second was 
not so stire but’was open to conviction. 

“What effect has the change made on 
production?”. Mr. Williams was asked. 

He answered in terms of bs namin: 
rather than’ figures. 

“Practically: all of dur processes,”* he 
said, “are self-operating; that is, ma- 
chinery does. the -work. The nién “are 
there ‘to guide it. -'There is, therefore, 
véry little opportunity for intensification 
of labor.. The production.of the blest

period it may be, then, that we can say 
with some justification that the eliminay 
tion of the long shift has increased pro- 
duction. But each’ man on the job can- 
not increase his own individual output. 
That’s something any beyond his 


control, 


“Other things have their effects. We 
have discovered, for instance, that when 


we have a surplus of labor tonnage: in- 


creases; when we have a lack of labor, 
the number of workers being equal, ton- 
nage decreases. What's the answer to 
that? Merely this, that in .a surplus 
labor market the man on the’ job attends 
to business more conscientiously, fearing 
discharge; knowing that a man can al- 
ways be hired in his place. In a jabor 
market that’s empty he can afford to be 
careless, to take chances. ‘That's human 
nature. 


“‘People are too ready ‘to come to con- 
clusions. They read facts about the 
corporation having had a large tonnage 
last yéar, and, remembering that the 
new order of things has been put into 
effect—this eight-hour shift, I ‘mean— 
they reach the conclusion that the first 
is a- “direct result of the second. There 
are other things that matter—orders, 
salesmanship, the market, labor. 


“I believe that the elimination of the 
twelve-hour day is a good thing for the 
industry irrespective of production. We 
have got around to the™leisure idea, 
which is-a good idea. Every man should 
have an opportunity to play or improve 
himself. according. to his own individual 
liking... I know the men are not doihg 
things to improve themselves mentally. 
But how many men in othér industries 
go about with books under their arms? 
They .are improving themsélves physi- 
cally. - The foads are full of automobiles 
of mengwith their families; our swim- 
‘ming -pools are In great demand, the 
i athletic fields always have men playing 
fn them. They're not going to school. 
That's true. But they may go once the 
novelty of this freedom wears off. At 
any rate some will go. No, it’s a g00d 
thing, I say.” 

Too Much Play, Perhaps. 


“It’s a good thing now that {t’s here,” 
said Mr. Schiller, ‘‘but I can’t help won- 
dering. whether all this leisure is not 
demoralizing. _The men. are not doing 
constructive things with it; I mean 
‘things that will advance them in their 
work, _They’re acquiring the loafing 
habit in many instances, which is a bad 
thing for themsélves and for industry. 
Time and again I get reports of men 
who knock off one and two days a week 
to take trips_into the country. Trips 
in the country may be good recreation 
but they don’t make the wheels of in- 
dustry’ go round. 

“TI look back into the past and glance 
over the pages of history of the men 
who have done really big things. They’re 
not the men who have been afraid of 
work. Of course industry cannot be 
honeycombed or filled with potential 
leaders, but often I’ think we are over- 
doing this stunt of free time. This coun- 
try ‘wasn’t made by eight-hour men. It 
was made by men who knew what it 
meant to begin work at dawn and quit 
at dark and after. I wonder what sort 
of backbone the future generations will 
have brought upon conditions which do 
little to test: their:will'and their endur- 
ance. It is easy for youth to get along 
today. : 

: “Never In the history of industry has 
there been so much opportunity for the 
man in the ranks, yet what is he doing 
with it?) Nothing. -Industry. is growing, 
expanding ‘all the time; men in execu- 
tive positions are continually required. 
Never wag there a time when men were 
watched-so judiciously with an eye-to 
promotion, 
meet the requirements.. I thought the 
young boys would go .to classes when 
the eight-hour day was inaugurated. 
They don’t. They do foolish things in- 
stead. They go to pleasure resorts, they 
dance, they drink; they speed. May be 
tt will change in three or four years. I 
hope so. We-have schools in the works: 
We're rehdy to enlarge those schools 
but we shall not do anything until there 
is a demand for it from the men. It 
may, be that in time the industry. will 
attract men with better training, men 
who formerly were repelled by the long 
hours. That would be a most Valuable 
result.”’ 

‘ “Would you switch back to the twelve- 
hour day?’ 

“No,” he answered decisively. ‘‘No. 
‘Now that’ it’s here it ought to stay; it 
will stay. 
and public opinion is an mapertant fac- 
tor in business and life. ‘The steel ine 
dustry was considered backward in this 
one respect. ‘All it¢ progressive indus- 
trial. work waa? overshadowed by. this4,

_One “shooting scrape occurred on our’ 
plantation, and in this Report No. 22 
is credited to the Ku Klux. “We heard 
‘the shots and saw the wounded colored 
woman before she’ was carried away 
from’ the cabin, not fifty yards from 
our dwelling. She was sitting in an old 
oaken chair in front of ‘the fire, feeding 
her two small children from a ‘tin pan 
on her lap. The shot was fired-from the 
open door, and- nob was arrested or 
\bunted for it, sv far as I know. 

I saw the small bundle of oak shreds 
that: the doctor extracted from her 
body, and he also ‘eut out the bullet 
from her breast after it-had penétrated\ 
her back, She never salw her. assailant, 
but did survive the attack, I heard. 

This account is given in a book printed’ 
by the Govetnment, which I have_pre- 
served also as official ‘testimony. I had 
been extremely ill, and the doctor was 
in our house attending.“me when) the 
shooting occurred. It was not e to 
be: out after dark \when Ku Klux 
were in evidence. ‘This case is recorded

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DOUBLE TAXATION EVILS

' A recent Special Circular of the United 
States Department of Commerce con- 
tains the outline of an agreement: be- 
tween the Governments of Spain and 


rights to companies of one country doing 
business within ‘the territories of the 
other. This circular also announces that 
the American Ambassador in Madrid has 
been trying to arrange a similar agree- 
ment with the Spanish Government so 
as to afford to American companies do- 
ing business in Spain, with respect to 
their taxation by the Spanish author- 
ities, at least equal treatment with that 
given to companies of other countries, 
Due to the lack of uniformity in the 
tax laws of the various States of the 
United States affecting the. taxation, of 
foreign companies, the Spanish Govern--4 
ment takes the position that difficulties 
are presented which indicate that there 
can be no basis of reciprocal treatment. 
The Department of Commerce, how- 
ever, holds out the hope that in any new 
commercial treaty concluded between 
Spain and the United States the sub- 
ject of taxation will be definitely set- 
tled. 
_ Undoubtedly the English and ‘ other 
‘Governments are pushing the policy of 
reciprocal treatment in taxation of pte. 
corporations abroad. 


With the revival of European trade 
and the extension of American business 
all over the world, it is timely for us to 
stress the subject of reciprocal treat- 
ment in taxation. Rut the diffstulties 
encountered in the Spanish negotiation 
will necessarily repeat themselves and 
our taxation authorities should prompt- 
ly take up the question of more uniform 
taxation. of corporations.

Engines of railroad trains 
were cartooned as tea kettles on wheels. 

In THE New, Yorx Times of June 17, 
1883,. 1s told a story. It may be that 
nobody but myself would take it serious- 
ly. Maybe I am so far in advance of 
the “times that I have virtually lost 
such a barbaric quality as a sense of 
humor. However, I am still so primitive 
as to try to be logical, and, as if in 
human minds .there } were really an 
ability. to reason, I point out that if 
upon this éarth there has been consider- 
able interest in the idea of firing. pro- 
jectiles to the moon,*or te other planets, 
there may. .be in~- other ‘worlds. some 
such enterprising. notions relative to 
this earth. ’ 

Strange subStances, sarliainbatiley from 
other fertile, ‘habitable worlds, have 
often reached this earth. It'seems well 
to’ mention a few of the many data, 
with the idea of expressing that. the 
firing of projectiles ftom world to world 
may not be magnificently. futile, because 
the doctrine of enormous interplanetary 
distances may be something else to un- 
learn after leaving school. 

For a record of an unknown, gluelike 
substance which fell from the sky at 
Sart, Belgium, June 8, 1901, according 
to a Belgian scientist who watched the 
shower, see ‘Ciel et Terre,” - 22-198. 
Large lumps of a woolly substance (‘‘La 
Nature,”’ 1883, 342); tremendous quantity 
6f seeds, unknawn to persons who saw 
them fall from the sky, some scientists 
then identifying them, but other scien- 
tists dissenting (‘‘Bull. des Sci.” math., 
astro., &c.—1-1-298); a purple red sub- 
stance which, according to a member of 
the Astronomical ‘Society of- Wales, fell 
from the sky at Lianelly, Wales, Sept. 
7, 1905 (‘Cambrian Natural Observer,” 
1905-30); enormous fall of a material 
like charred paper (Kirkwood, ‘‘Meteoric 
Astronomy,” page 66); a buff-colored 
substance covered with something like 
cloth (‘‘Amer. Jour. Sci.,” 2-335); 
unknown lavender-colored substance 
(“Bull. Soc. Met. de France,” 1904-124). 

One of the best-detailed of the ac- 
counts, by Carl G. Gowman of Detroit, 
Mich., is published in The Literary 
Digest, Sept. 2, 1921;_ a tremendous 
fall of an unknown red substance, which 
resembled blood, and was not red sand, 
because in subsequent rainfalls spots of

If anybody. would like to search: mete- 
orological records try to find data 
of whirlwinds. or of watersyouts, by 
which such seeming migrations from 
other‘worlds, perhaps only a few thou- 
sand miles away, might be explained in 
terms. of..terrestrial. circumstances, I

For years West Indians have been 
subjected to the most disgraceful treat- 
ment imaginable in Cuba, as the cor- 
respondence on the subject shows, but 
only the more glaring cases came to 
the notice of the British Consuls. For 
a people used to orderly government, 
it. was a distinct shock to endure the. 
brutality and chaos of free Cuba, espe- 
cially as complaints to the British au- 
thorities seem to be barren of results. 

Now that correspondence between 
Great “Britain and Cuba has been pub- 
lished, it is realized that Great Britain 
did her best to obtain some redress for 
her subjects’ and.some improvement of 
the conditions under , which these peo- 
ple were forced to labor; but because 
Cuba is under the tutelage of the United 
States no great pressure could be 
brought to bear on her. ; 

So,’ rightly or. wrongly, West Indians 
feel that in any other part of the 
world they would have received protec- 
tion, and that the United States is re- 
sponsible for a ‘situation that Great 
Britain cannot and the United States 
will not correct. :

A calculation made of the amount of 
power picked up by a loop one foot in 
diameter in a laboratory in New York 
State receiving radio impulses from San 
Francisco. indicated that {t was equal te 
only one-billionth of a fly ‘power... The 
energy set free by a house fly climbing 
up the wall is equal, according to the 
computation, to the amount of energy 
the loop would receive in a continuous 
peried of thirty-five years, 

Loop reception depends to a great ex- 
tent. upon thé yariable ‘condenser used 
across the terminals of the leop for 
tuning. To be efficient the feeble energy 
must not be wasted... A highsloss con; 
denser ig as bad as a leaky hoge, It ia 





ke a hose pipe full of pin holeg, result. 


ing in very little water being left by 
the time it neaches the nozzle, A low- 
loss condenser may be compared to a 
tight hose, with all the energy flowing 
through the condenser as all the water 
does through the hose. 

If a condenser, which in a loop set is 
Placed between the loop and the ampll- 
fier, has high losses, it has ttle chance 
to pass enough energy through to the 
amplifier to byild up an audible signal. ° 

High resistance in. any part used in a 
Tradiq set results in a loss of received 
energy, ‘During recént montha the value 
of low-losa condensers hag been empha- 
sized. A mamber of manufacturers are

* Dr. W.-H. Brown, director of the bu- 
reau, ig authority forthe statement 
that living in the tropics, at least in the 
Philippines, has no harmful effects upon 
the white man, so far as can be deter- 
mined from a comparison of blood and 
similar tests made upon 200 Americans 
‘who have liyed in the Philippines. for 
twenty years, and tests made upon resi- 
dents of this country. Summing up the 
findings, Dr. Brown declared of the 
‘Americans in. the islands: ‘‘They areas 
nearly normal as people who have just 
arrived from ‘the United States.’’

In the past there has been 
difficulty in securing competent person- 
nel: for service in the. islands, targely 
because of the supposedly unhealgh 
climate. : This fact has retarded Ameri- 
can business development there. ~Proof 
that residence in the archipelago does 
not undermine the. health of. the white 
man is expected to stimulate American 
home interest in Philippine trade. 

Japanese. statesmén have. steadily 
maintained that their nation. has no 
territorial design *ipon the Philippine 
archipelago because the climate has 
been: found unbearable by Japanese sub- 
jects; they are not able to stand the 
heat, it has been: said, and after a few 
years’ residence in the islands’: are 
obliged to return’ home for recuperation, 


But. the Japanese one meets in the 
islands show. no such physical deteri- 
oration as would be evidenced’ in their 
appearance were the statements of the 
Japanese statesmen true. Racially, the 
Japanesé-are closely related to the na- 
tives of the Rhilippines:” Japanese in 
the islands are often taken for Filipinos. 
If residence in. the ‘tropical climate of 
the archipelago has no éffect upon ‘the 
physique of the white man, the conclu- 
sion seems warranted that it should 
,have no effect upon the brows or yellow 
"Japanese.

In a class by itself stood ‘‘A Parlor 
Match,’’ Written for the famous team, 
Evans and Hoey. The prolific author 
wrote four more Comedies after ‘“‘A Trip 
to Chinatown.’’ Otis Harlan.played the 
lead in “‘A Black Sheep.”” That gentle- 
man, who won many an enthusiastic 
hand, is now trying his luck in the 
movies in California. 


In “‘A Runaway Colt"’ Hoyt tried the 
experiment of introducing’ the profes- 
sional baseball player, Pop Anson. “A 
Stranger in New York’’ was the last of 
his dramatic efforts to be well received, 
and ‘‘A Dog in the Manger’’ was written 
after Mr. Hoyt's mind had begun to fail. 


“It took thirty ‘years to wait for an- 
other play to come with a record, that 
could beat that of ‘A Trip to na- 
town,’’”’ says Julian -Witmark, who 
sang ‘some of the greatest hits in that 
musical comedy. . “Until Frank Bacon’s 
‘Lightfiin’’ was produced nothing has‘ 
ever. had such a run in this country.”’ 

The songs Mr. Witmark sang are liv- 
ing still, and*those who did not hear 
him sing them have heard them sung 
by others since. ‘They were “Just One 
Girl,” “Sunshine of Paradise Alley,” 
‘Her Eyes Don’t Shine Like Diamonds” 
and ‘Only One Girl in This World for 
Me: ” 


“A Trip to Chinatown’ opened ae 
Madison Square Théatre on Nov. 9, 1 
and play€d uninterruptedly for 656 per- 
formances; in those days_that included 
Sundays. It went, on tour and returned 
to New York in the Spring of 1894, again 
opening at the Madison Square Théatre. 
That brought the number of perform- 
ances in this city to over 700. Mr. Wit- 
mark took the part of Norman Blood. ™ 

To speak of “A Trip to Chinatown’’ 
is. to think of Harry Conor,’ for -whom 
the leading réle was created. He played 
the part.for eleven years, twice more 
than half.circling the world in a. trip 
to Australia. He was the only-one of 
the original group to take part-in-. the 
Ziegfeld revival which took place in 1908,

“If Hoyt were alive today, he would 
sweep: everything before him,’’ says Mr:

a short period Trinidad, St. Vincent, 


Santo Domingo, Porto Rico and scores 
of smaller islands suffered heavy losses, 
and.one great storm swept over the Ber- 
mudes—the “‘still vexed Bermoothés’’— 
which lie somewhat out of the regular 
path “of hurricanes but do oh count 
themselves immune. 


Although the weather man. cannot 
control the tempest, he has, with the ald 
of ‘radio, so perfected his system of-re- 
porting ahy tropical disturbance that the 
storm is plotted as soon as it makes its 

appearance. When a hurricane develops 


in the Caribbean the news is. promptly’ 


broadcast to vessels at sea, and the path 
of the storm is ‘traced day. by day, due 
watning being given to all ports likely 
to be involved. Thus the United States 
Weather Bureau gives a measure of pro- 
tection and its: services are highly-ap- 
preciated, according to the testimony of 
the Government¢authorities in: the West 
Indies, Moreover, the shipmaster knows 
the. valué of the weather service and 
gladly cooperates with the bureau.

DO WELL IN 


IMMIGRANTS FROM ICELAND 


CANADIAN WEST 





W fermen: the Norsemen of old 
skimmed the coast of a vague 
No-Man’s Land, their descend- 

ants. penetrated 800 years aftérward to 

assist in«the opening of. a continent. 

Lief Ericgson-swept down from Iceland 

upon the Cahadian coast. and created 

stories for the sagas of his descend- 
ants. But for these descendants the 
sagas have not been enough. © 

The Icelanders have returned to score 
real achievements in the land that Eric 
left. 

According to an appreciation recently 
published in Canada, no British-born 
people in the Dominion have contributed 
more.to the development of the Western 
provinces than the Iceland settlers. At 
seventeen different points in’ Canada 
these people, now numbering more than 
15,000, have blaged the trail to settle- 
ment and prosperity. They have estab- 
lished a reputation for steadiness, indus- 
try and high standards, and are held 
to have made. good almost to a man. 
They have faced hardships ‘ with the 
spirit of pioneers: and haye proved an 
on tude’ for assimilation with « their 

ghbors. 


Endured Pieneer Hardships. 


Icelanders in Western Canada had no 
easy road to travel. .The first of them 
put in.their appearance about.1873.and 
settled at Muskoka, Ontario, where @ 
remnant remains today. Two years later 
some. of their.kinsmeri toiled by ox cart 
through the. pathless wildernesses, from 
Ontario to St. Paul, then by. flat-bot- 
ah boats down the Red River 
to Lake Winnipeg. “They went into Win- 
ter. quarters there in-log cabins built by 
themsélves and crudely fitted with home- 
made furniture. Such was the founding 

Gimli, ‘whence Icelanders spread to 
on parts of the prairie provinces and’ to 
British Columbia.’ From ‘here they sent 
forth some. of thelr ‘best men and wo- 
men, amdéng them Vithjalmur Stefansson, 
the arctic explorer, born *twelve miles 
north of the town. 

The Iceland settlers in Canada.in the 
latter part of. the nineteenth century 
‘faced the same-hardships that the first 
American colonists endured’ centuries be- 
fore, They had to wrest their living 
from the wiids of nature. Their only. aid 
was @ small loan from the Government

of: stdVes, cooking utensils anda few 





cows for the first arrivals. For the rest 
they depended upon themselves, cut off 
as they were from the world outside ex- 
cept. through the niediation of inter 
preters. 

A smallpox epidemic planted sorrow in 
every home. Some became discouraged 
and moved elsewhere. But. those who 
stuck established municipal government, 
started steamboat service on the lake, 
Set up a.saw mill and a newspaper, 
founded sehools and churches and built 
roads. Every year added immigrants 
to the colony. 

Make Good in Al) Lines. 


Winnipeg: is the centre today of Ice- 
landic activities,. social, educational, ‘re- 
ligious, political and industrial. Of the 
6,000 citizens’ of Icelandic jextractfon, 
many aré prominent in business and the 
professions. ‘They have found places on 
the staffs of schools and colleges and 
seats.in the City Council and. Provincial 
Législature Most of -the Icelanders, 
however, have kept to the rural sections 
and engaged in farming and dairying. 

From Winnipeg they have spread to 
Saskatchewan, Manitoba, Alberta and 
British Columbia. They have cleared 
the land; drained it ‘and brought it un- 
der cultivation, until today they have 
been biléssed with great prosperity. 

This, has: come about to a people who 
upon their arrival in the new country 
knew not the first essentials of the mod- 
ern science of farming. In Iceland they 
were not tillers of the soil to any great 
extent.

“whilte“there ‘fas ‘been. some 
caktkinent from those prices, rents are 
considerably higher thah was the case 
for the pioneer modern houses erected 
just before 1914 and they probably will 
never return to those figures,’ In some 
of the finest houses in the. upper Forties 
and lower Fifties the average rental at 
present is slightly more than $1,000 a 
room. In the Park Lane, with complete 
hotel. facilities, it is much more. An 
average of $1,000 a room is maintained 
all the way up to the Seventies. Be- 
tween the Seventies and Bighties the 
average ‘drops to.$800 to $900 a room 
and above Bighty-sixth Street $650 to 
$700 is the avérage room rental. 

To one acquainted with real estate 
values these rentals indicate the high 
value of the land upon which these 
elaborate living structures are erected. 
So eager have builders and operators 
been for large plots and so readily have 
both apartments and business buildings 
been rented on and adjacent to the 
avenue that land values have advanced 
with surprising rapidity within the last 
ten years,. Perhaps it is safe to say, 
despite the steady rise in assessment 
valuations, that practically all of the 
choice. sites sold during the last few 
years for immediate improvement have 
been disposed of at a substantial in- 
crease over the tax assessment figures. 

The tables indicating the changing as- 
sessment values on many of the choice 
parcels from the Grand Central area 
to “Seventy-second - Street—reveal very 
clearly the remarkable advance in land 
values in the decade from 1914 to 1924, 
The table tncluding land with present 
improvements indicates mot only the 
high character of the modern building 
operations but also reveals how few 
structures of the type peculiar to Park 
Avenue of the present day had been 
completed by 1914. 

100 Per Cent. Land Increase. 

The most surprising feature brought 
out by a study of the assessment figures 
for the two years mentioned’ is that the 
land increase hag been practically 100 
per cent. all the way from the Grand 
Central.

“The wheat crop of England and Wales 
is about 4,000,000 bushels less than last 
year, according to cable advicés re- 
ceived by the United States Department 
of Agriculture from its Agricultural 
Commissioner at London. ‘The forecast 
for these countries is 50,503,000 bushels, 
compared -with 654,872,000 bushels last 
year. 

The latest estimate of the Hungarian 
wheat haryest is 14,000,000 bushels less 
than last year’s harvest, the department 
states. Wheat production:is now fore- 
cast at. 53,754,000 bushels, against 67,- 
705,000 bushels harvested in 1923. The 
rye forecast is. 24,600,000 bushels, cem- 
pared with 31,274,000 bushels in 1923. 

“The latest forecast of the wheat crop 
in’ Poland indicates a probable reduction 
of 7,000,000: bushels, this forecast being 
42,806,000 bushels, against 49,736,000 
bushels last year,’’ says the depart-

POTATO PEST. TRACED.

Leafhopper. Migrates From Apples, 
~ Specialists Discover. 


Recent» studies at -the New York 
State Agricultural Experiment. Station 
at* Geneva have reached the fact that 
the “burning” of . potato . vines, - so 
noticeable during July and August, is 
caused ‘to a large extent by the feeding 
of ‘small, greenish. insects. known as 
leafhoppers,;: which. congregate on the 
under sides of the-lJeaves. The: stati 
specialists assert that... these -are the 
same. borers found ‘on young apple trees 
earlier in the season. As the ‘potato 
vines: appear above the ground, the 
boréfs leave ‘the apples and begin feed- 
ing: yand egg-laying on the vines, but 
they: are effectively controlled by spray- 
ing, it is said. 

‘Formerly “hoppetburn’’ or. tipburn, 
as it was called, was thought to be 
due altogether to dry weather, but--the 
station experiments. indicate that the 
injury’ is due largely to the feeding. of 
the leafhoppers amd is aggravated by 
long-continued dry. spells. Beginning 
usually at the growing tips ofthe. ten- 
der- new leaves, the insects suck the 
trips fromthe tissues and cause the 

and margins of the leaves, to turn 
and to curl up over the upper 
aaenee of’ the leaflets. The injury is 
greatest during August, when adult and 
young leafhoppers are present in lar. e 
number and rainfall is usually ins 
ficient. 

Observations ‘in the station. -petato 
fields. indicate that hoppers can be 
checked with three or four apeotions 
of a spray mixture —— ing .fivs 
pounds of copper sul or blue 
vitriol, ten pounds of fee “tee and a 
half Rounds of powdered lead arsenate 
and ty galions of water.
